Perhaps  it  will  also  help 
you  forget  about  time  for  awhile  as  you  read 
this  yearbook  and  reflect  on  the  "connections" 
of  the  year  2002-2003.

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Head  of  School's  Address 


Closing  Ceremonies,  June  21,  2003 


Students,  Faculty  and  Staff,  Parents,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen, 

How  will  our  students  remember  this  past  —  for  our  grad- 
uates their  last  —  year  at  Brentwood?  How  will  we  who 
are  left  behind  to  grow  old(er)  remember  them? 

Historians  like  to  chronicle  the  achievement,  to  tally  wins, 
to  present  statistics.  History  will  record,  for  example,  that 
Brentwood  College  ranks  jointly  in  first  place  in  British 
Columbia  according  to 
the  Fraser  Institute 
Academic  League 
Table;  that  our  women 
rowers  are  outright 
Canadian  National 
Champions  for  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of 
our  school;  that  our 
men  and  the  Club  as  a 
whole,  rank  second 
nationally,  and  first  on 
the  west  coast  of 
Canada  and  the  U.S.; 
or  that  our  artists'  port- 
folios have  been  recognized  by  Emily  Carr  and  Central 
St.  Martin's  College  of  Art  and  Design  in  London, 
England,  the  Harvard  of  art  schools. 

The  records  will  show  that  our  Grade  1 2s  have  won  cov- 
eted places  at  the  universities  of  Oxford,  Edinburgh,  and 
St.  Andrew's,  the  London  School  of  Economics,  Harvard, 
Brown,  Columbia,  Cornell,  Cal  Berkeley,  Queens,  McGill 
and  UBC,  among  many  other  post- secondary  destina- 
tions of  individual  choice,  in  what  has  been  the  most 
competitive  year  of  applications  for  post-secondary 
spaces  in  history.  And  in  their  ranks,  to  name  only  two,  sit 
Lindsay  Sinclair,  winner  of  a  Millennium  Scholarship,  and 
Kelsey  Norlund  who,  alone,  has  been  offered  almost 
$200,000  in  scholarships. 

Yes,  history  will  show  that  this  has  been  a  vintage  year  for 
our  school.  Yet,  although  the  journey  to  such  outstanding 
achievement  is  arduous,  and  such  accomplishment  is 
indeed  worthy  of  applause,  we  cannot  define  any  year  by 
the  Fraser  Institute's  narrow  statistical  snapshot,  or  by  our 
athletic  and  artistic  success. 

To  do  so  would  be  to  discount  our  human  journey  as  stu- 


dents and  teachers,  as  we  all  learn  from  one  another 
through  the  shared  experiences  of  adversity  and  adven- 
ture, disappointment  and  delight.  Yes,  we  are  recognized 
by  others  as  a  great  school  because  of  our  accomplish- 
ments. But  our  school  is  as  much  about  character  as  cur- 
riculum. Have  our  students  met  the  character  test?  You  be 
the  judge  as  I  present  vignettes  of  the  Brentonian  Code  in 
action  this  past  year. 

Respect  On  the  anniversary  of  September  1 1 ,  under  the 

flags  of  two  nations  who 


live  as  neighbours, 
acapella,  Liam  O'Brien 
sings  the  national 
anthems  of  Canada  and 
the  United  States.  Not  a 
sound  is  heard  among 
hundreds  of  students 
and  staff  who  sit  under 
the  trees  next  to  the 
plaza,  listening  and 
reflecting.  It  is  a  moving 
interlude  between  a  pas- 
sionate plea  for  an  end 
to  American  globaliza- 
tion of  world  culture  from  Californian  Adam  Schneider, 
and  Cailen  O'Brien's  sober  call  for  peace  and  compas- 
sion among  all  peoples. 

In  May,  we  recognize  Chelsea  Altice,  one  of  nine  nation- 
ally published  poets  from  our  Grade  9  class,  for  her 
poem.  Arched  Mentor,  in  which  she  writes: 

Today's  racial  world  should  learn  from  fhe  rainbow. 

Arched  across  the  sky, 

Seven  colours  united. 

Each  bond  of  light 

Blending  each  to  the  next. 

The  colours  climb  equally  to  the  sky, 

Descend  symmetrically  to  the  land. 

Created  by  opposites  and  contrast. 

Respect —  In  October,  Assistant  Head  Prefect,  Ryan 
Gallagher,  with  an  eye  to  the  future,  joins  forces  with 
Campus  Manager,  Tom  Shadlock,  to  make  recycling  and 
respect  for  the  environment  a  way  of  life  at  our  school.  In 
November,  at  our  Remembrance  Day  Service.  Bryan 
Baker,  honours  the  sacrifices  of  the  past  which  made  our 
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freedom  possible,  by  telling  the  moving  story  of  his 
grandfather,  a  Canadian  soldier.  In  June,  Defne  Gunay,  a 
two  year  Brentonian  from  Turkey,  learns  that  she  has  won 
first  prize  in  the  Canadian  Association  of  Independent 
Schools  Writing  Competition  for  her  powerful  essay  about 
a  Jewish  mother's  tragic  plight  in  a  concentration  camp. 

Human  kindness.  In  August,  Siobhan  MacPherson  and 
Cassidy  Shore  email  me  to  ask  to  initiate  a  peer  coun- 
selling progamme  at  Brentwood.  The  idea  ignites  enthusi- 
asm, and  SPARC  is  born.  Throughout  the  year,  SPARC'S 
unsung  heroes  like  Andrew  Higginson  and  Amber 
Harder,  help  their  peers  in  times  of  grief  and  personal 
challenge.  And  prefects  such  as  Chris  Branch  and  Liz 
Kreutziger  are  unfailingly  kind  to  others  without  expecta- 
tion of  personal  reward. 
A  kind  word,  a  smile,  a  ^ 
word  of  encouragement, 
human  kindness,  human 
treasure  indeed. 

Of  course,  not  even  peer 
counsellors  or  prefects 
can  keep  everyone  out 
of  trouble.  Perfection  is 
an  illusion,  but  Honesty 
and  Responsibility  for 
one's  actions  are  words 
to  live  by.  Although  I 
leave  them  anonymous, 
they  know  who  they  are; 
let  me  commend  here 

publicly  all  those  students  who,  having  been  summoned 
to  my  study,  have  "fessed  up"  honestly  to  their  mistakes, 
done  their  community  service  cheerfully  by  digging  ditch- 
es or  extending  the  Millennium  Trail,  and  thus  re-earned 
the  respect  and  the  trust  of  our  community.  We  all  make 
mistakes,  and  there  con  be  hard  lessons  to  learn  when 
we  honestly  accept  full  responsibility  for  what  we  have 
done.  From  such  adversity,  however,  comes  personal 
growth  and  renewed  integrity.  This,  too,  is  what  a 
Brentwood  education  has  meant  for  some  this  year. 

We  cherish  academic  scholarship  and  the  pursuit  of  aca- 
demic excellence  at  the  core  of  our  programme.  Our 
exam  results  may  be  impressive.  But  I  think  also  of  the 
quality  of  the  research  I  hear  in  a  Grade  9  mock  United 
Nations  summit  between  India  and  Pakistan  over 
Kashmir.  Or  the  hands-on  investigation  of  Howard 
Gardner's  Multiple  Intelligence  theory  I  see  in  a  Grade  12 
psychology  class.  Or  the  sensitivity  to  the  nuance  of  lan- 
guage which  emerges  from  a  discussion  of  modern  poet- 
ry I  enjoy  with  Grade  1 0  students  in  the  fall.  Or  the  trans- 
formation of  2  effort  ratings  to  3s  and  the  occasional  4  in 


Mr.  Burrows'  Math  1 1  class.  It  is  such  stuff  that  dreams 
are  made  of. 

Coach  Susanne  Walker  and  her  rowers  also  had  a 
dream  this  year:  for  the  Brentwood  women's  programme 
to  win  the  Canadian  National  Women's  Championship 
outright  for  the  first  time.  "To  perform  at  a  high  level  in 
any  athletics  requires  training  —  and  obviously  the  train- 
ing is  painful,"  writes  Michelle  Furbacher,  Captain  of 
Women's  Rowing,  in  December,  speaking  of  the  impor- 
tance of  Athletic  endeavour  .  "Those  who  have  experi- 
enced the  ergometer,"  she  continues,  "may  insist  it  is  the 
most  pain  inducing  exercise  machine,  but,  as  Ms.  Walker 
claims,  it  builds  character.  It  teaches  you  about  the 
rewards  of  working  hard.  The  feeling  of  each  person  in  a 

boat  pulling  together, 
•  '  totally  synchronized, 

'   knowing  that  no-one 

could  have  pushed  any 
1   harder,  makes  it  worth 
it,  no  matter  which 
place  you  finish." 

So  speaks  a  Canadian 
National  Champion, 
and  so  might  all  our 
rowers  in  a  year  of 
spectacular  success. 
Luc  Francis,  Captain  of 
Rugby,  whose  team 
may  have  had  a  less 
stellar  year  statistically, 
but  who  will  ever  forget  his  never-say-die,  gritty  determi- 
nation, and  the  wonderful  heart  of  athletes  like  John 
Macintosh  and  Sean  Davis  who  led  by  the  power  of  their 
example  in  a  developing  year  with  a  young  side  on  the 
1st  XV,  and  earlier  in  soccer  and  basketball?  And,  let  the 
record  show,  the  rugby  players  beat  the  rowers  in  the  vol- 
leyball challenge  game  last  Friday  at  the  Grade  12  bar- 
becue. 

At  Brentwood,  we  expect  artists  to  be  fit  and  athletes  to 
develop  aesthetic  sensibility.  In  some  students,  like 
Stefano  Beruschi  or  Chris  Redcliffe,  or  Brandon  Diana, 
athlete  and  artist  merge  seamlessly  together,  and  appre- 
ciation of  both  our  co-curricular  programmes  comes 
instinctively.  In  others,  art  is  an  enigma  wrapped  up  in  a 
mystery  until  Mariko  Constable  plays  her  violin,  or  Laura 
McCarthy  becomes  Eliza  Doolittle,  or  Kapri  Thomas  elec- 
trifies the  dance  floor,  or  Jay  Park  plays  the  marimba,  or 
Allan  Youssef  makes  us  believe  he  will  never  walk  again, 
or  Maggie  Simek  makes  us  all  believe  we're  beautiful. 
Every  day  in  the  Ross  Centre,  our  artistic  sensibilities  are 
nurtured  through  the  power  of  Jess  Glesby's  statements, 
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the  exquisite  detail  of  Keely  Van  Order's  re-creations,  or 
the  infinity  of  Andy  Chen  or  Leilani  Evans'  imagination. 

Such  accomplishment  takes  commitment,  self-discipline, 
effort  and  enthusiasm,  the  pursuit  of  one's  personal  best. 
We  see  such  traits  in  Alison  Fraser  in  field  hockey  and 
Carly  Turnbull  in  volleyball,  in  Graham  Gilbert  in  music, 
Stephanie  McLellan  in  dance  and  Marika  Wiggan  in  ice 
hockey.  We  see  such  qualities  in  abundance  in  the  first 
annual  interhouse  eco-challenge  when  Byron  Dawson 
sprints  home  to  lead  his  house  to  victory,  despite  Amy 
Killam's  stunnina  swim  in  the  October  ocean. 


Agreed,  we  see  less  evidence 
of  Grace  in  victory  and  defeat 
in  the  hotly  contested 
Interhouse  competitions,  but  I 
must  tell  you,  having  watched 
our  athletes  on  both  sides  of 
the  winners'  circle  when  they 
represent  the  school,  I  am  as 
proud  of  their  sportsmanship 
when  they  lose  as  well  as  when 
they  win.  There  are  no  finer 
ambassadors  for  our  school 
than  the  Lightweight  Boys  and 
Heavyweight  Girls  crews,  silver 
medallists  who  applaud  the 
gold  crews  at  St.  Catharines, 
and  the  Heavyweight  Boys  and 
the  Lightweight  Girls  8's  who, 
as  gold  medallists,  applaud  the 
silver.

tinue  their  cancer  campaign,  in  May,  the  pottery  students 
donate  50  of  their  bowls  to  the  Souper  Bowls  of  Hope  to 
provide  summer  programmes  for  disadvantaged 
teenagers,  and  the  Mackenzie  Girls  send  a  girl  to  sum- 
mer camp. 

The  pursuit  of  truth  and  the  quest  for  meaning  seem  lofty 
ideals  and  mean  lifelong  journeys.  Yet,  a  journey  of  a 
thousand  miles  begins  with  a  single  step.  In  April,  our 
senior  actors  pose  the  final  question,  "Whose  Life  is  it 
anyway?"  with  such  conviction  that  I  go  backstage  with  an 
intense  dislike  of  Cailen  O'Brien,  until  he  becomes  him- 

  self  again,  and  we  can  talk  in 

friendly  terms  about  the  seri- 
ous issues  of  the  play.  This 
week,  two  Old  Brentonians 
from  the  last  English  class  I 
taught  at  Brentwood  tell  me 
what  they  plan  to  do  with 
their  lives  after  Harvard  and 
McGill  — the  Han/ard  man 
tells  me  he  wants  to  teach,  at 
a  school  like  Brentwood;  the 
girl  from  McGill  plans  to  vol- 
unteer with  Aids  patients  in 
South  Africa  and  apply  for 
medical  school  next  fall.  At 
Brentwood,  they  played  rugby 
and  field  hockey,  debated 
and  acted,  studied  physics 
and  history.  We  read  poetry 
together  in  the  pursuit  of  truth 
and  the  quest  for  meaning. 


Winning  or  losing,  Brentwood 
students  are  friendly  and  have 
a  great  sense  of  humour.  What  else  explains  D'Arcy 
Danychuk  and  the  Privett  Disco?  The  annual  changing  of 
the  kilt  on  the  last  day  of  classes?  Rent  a  Grad?  Or  the 
knighting  of  Matt  O'Meara  by  "Master  Colliseum"  in  a  for- 
mal assembly? 

Friendly  and  fun  loving  as  they  are,  do  our  students  stop 
enough  to  think  how  lucky  they  are?  Do  they  consider 
others  and  show  generosity  of  spirit?  In  the  dreary  days 
of  November,  Alex  House  hosts  "Jamaica  Me  Crazy"  to 
raise  funds  to  provide  food  for  the  homeless  in  Victoria. 
In  December,  Mackenzie  House  forgo  their  Christmas 
presents  to  provide  gifts,  toys  and  Christmas  cheer  for  a 
single  mom  and  her  10  year  old  son.  In  March,  Lauren 
Selman  of  Gwynneth  House  organizes  a  letter  writing 
campaign  for  children  in  Vietnam.  In  April,  the  entire 
school  labours  for  a  day  to  raise  over  $1  3,000  for  a  wide 
range  of  charities.  Many  go  hungry  for  thirty  hours  to 
raise  money  for  third  world  children.  The  Privett  Boys  con- 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  the 
individual  and  collective  achievements  of  our  students  this 
past  year  are  impressive,  by  any  benchmark.  You  may 
agree  with  me,  however,  that  whatever  results  which  can 
be  tabulated  on  a  statistical  league  table  pale  in  compar- 
ison to  what  our  students  have  discovered  about  them- 
selves, from  one  another,  and  from  their  teacher  mentors. 
Please  join  me  in  congratulating  our  students  and  faculty 
for  a  memorable  year. 

Graduates,  "There  is  a  tide  in  the  affairs  of  men  which, 
taken  at  the  flood,  leads  on  to  fortune".  The  tide  is  out/in, 
symbolically,  today  as  your  work  on  these  shores  is  not 
yet  over.

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Tribute  to  Tony  &  Yvonne  Carr 

At  our  Graduation  Ceremony  we  were  inspired  by 
the  Irish  eloquence  of  our  guest  speaker,  Tony  Carr. 
After  thirty-nine  years,  Tony  Carr  is  Brentwood's 
longest  serving  member  of  staff,  having  arrived  on 
campus  three  days  before  our  Director  of  Studies, 
Jim  Burrows.  Tony  has  worn  many  hats  during  his 
Brentwood  career,  serving  for  almost  two  decades  as 
a  Housemaster  and  for  34  years  as  a  teacher  of 
chemistry.  When  Tony  first  saw  Brentwood,  however, 
with  his  wife,  Yvonne,  and 
two  young  sons,  Brian  and 
Rory,  he  was  so  shocked  by 
"the  awful  collection  of 
ramshackle  shacks  and  run 
down  buildings"  that  consti- 
tuted the  school  in  1964 
that  he  decided  to  keep 
heading  west  until  they 
reached  Australia. 

But  Headmaster  David 
Mackenzie  urged  Tony  to  [ 
look  at  the  magnificent  J' 
view  across  the  Saanich 
Inlet.  Having  just  come  from  Rhodesia  at  the  edge  of 
the  Kalahari  Desert,  Tony  was  mesmerized  by  the 
water.  Seizing  the  moment,  David  persuaded  him  to 
become  the  school's  sole  rowing  coach  of  a  club  of 
a  dozen  athletes  and  two  ancient  fours.  And  so  a 
dream  was  born. 

In  the  next  seven  years,  Tony  built  the  Club  from 
these  humble  beginnings,  then  joined  by  John 
Queen,  orchestrated  the  first  Brentwood  Regatta  in 
1  971 ,  on  a  scrap  of  paper  with  a  quickly  scribbled 
schedule  of  six  races  against  Lakeside  and  Sentinel. 
Brentwood  lost  every  one. 

Yet,  the  following  year,  Tony's  1st  8,  the  Crew  of  '72, 
won  a  stunning  surprise  victory  over  the  elite  Eastern 
crews,  in  a  sizzling  race  that  broke  the  East's 
monopoly  in  the  Nationals.  It  was  the  first  of  Tony 
Carr's  49  Canadian  Gold  medals,  and  paved  the 
way  for  gold  at  the  US  scholastic  Championships  in 
1  992,  and  the  historic  winning  of  the  Princess 
Elizabeth  Cup  at  the  Royal  Henley  Regatta  in 


England  in  1996.  Tony  can  count  18  Canadian 
Olympians  in  his  Brentwood  crews,  in  whose  ranks 
are  two  Canadian  gold  medallists.  Earlier  this 
month,  Tony's  last  Brentwood  8  won  the  Colder 
Clelland  Trophy  at  the  Nationals,  making  it  six  times 
in  the  last  7  years  that  Tony's  1  st  8  hove  won  this 
most  prestigious  of  races.  It  is  this  same  crew,  sitting 
in  our  midst  today,  whom  Tony  will  send  down  the 
course,  and  Yvonne  will  bring  home,  at  Henley  this 
July.  We  wish  them  every  possible 
success. 

In  1980,  the  Board  of  Governors 
established  the  Hugh  Stephen  Award 
to  recognise  truly  exceptional  service 
to  our  school.  Since  then,  this  award 
has  been  presented  to  only  six  recip- 
ients: David  Mackenzie,  Dr.  Maurice 
Young,  T.  Gil  Bunch,  Jo  Briggs,  Nick 
Prowse  and,  in  1998,  Tony  Carr. 
Tony  Carr  was  coaching  a  national 
crew  that  day,  and  Yvonne  gracious- 
ly accepted  the  Award  on  Tony's 
behalf.  As  Lynn  Eyton,  then  Chair  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  said  then,  it  was  fitting  for 
Yvonne  to  accept  the  award,  for  she  has  been  by 
Tony's  side  for  almost  42  years  of  marriage, 
immensely  supportive  not  only  of  Tony  and  the 
Brentwood  Rowing  Club,  but  also  of  the  school  as  a 
whole,  from  its  pioneering  days  in  the  early  sixties 
under  David  Mackenzie,  right  through  until  now.  I, 
for  one,  am  deeply  indebted  to  Tony  and  Yvonne  for 
their  personal  friendship  and  wonderful  support. 
Tony,  upon  his  retirement  as  Head  Coach  of  the 
Brentwood  Rowing  Club,  was  presented  a  gift  so 
that  he  and  Yvonne  may  share  their  memories  in  the 
next  chapter  of  their  lives.  In  addition.  Kip 
Woodward,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
presented  Tony  with  Brentwood's  highest  honour,  the 
Hugh  Stephen  Award.

Born  in  Vancouver,  Leslie  grew  up  in  her  hometown.  In 
Grade  8  her  family  bought  a  home  in  Mexico  where  she 
spent  three  to  four  months  of  that  year.  This  experience 
shaped  her  passion  for  language  and  would  later  lead  her 
into  the  study  of  French  and  Spanish.  With  her  skills  in  lan- 
guage, Mrs.  Carr  was  able  to  find  employment  working  for 
Club  Med  in  Cancun.

Last  September,  Mrs.  Carr  moved 
back  to  Brentwood.  "So,  I'm  not  really  new  per  se,  more 
recycled"  she  jokes.  Currently  she  is  teaching  Spanish  and 
French  and  taking  care  of  her  family.  "I  almost  forgot  to 
mention  them,"  she  says  "but  the  two  children  and  my  hus- 
band are  a  very  important  part  of  my  life."  Mrs.  Carr  views 
her  teaching  persona  as  a  hat  that  she  wears  and  uses  her 
ultra-enthusiastic  personality  and  entertaining  teaching 
style  to  "fool  the  kids  into  learning."  She  has  been  called 
the  most  enthusiastic  teacher  on  staff,  and  few  doubt  that 
title  when  they  walk  by  her  classroom  or  into  the  upper 
hall,  for  her  voice  can  be  heard  ringing  cheerily  through- 
out the  corridor  during  every  class.

Mrs.  Andrea  Felix,  known  to  all  Whittall  guys  as  their  house- 
mother, and  to  her  two  children  Ben  and  Tessa  as  their  actu- 
al mother,  is  now  known  to  the  whole  school  as  the  Health 
and  Wellness  counselor.  Mrs.  Felix  was  born  in  Montreal, 
where  she  lived  until  she  was  nine  years  of  age.  "I  don't 
speak  French  any  more,"  she  was  quick  to  point  out.

I  am  inspired  by  people 
meeting  their  human  potential.  I  hope  that  I  can  spark  and 
support  the  students  here  in  doing  just  that."

Excerpts  from  a  Speech  to  the  Graduating  Class  of  2003 


Mrs.  Pennells,  Mr.  Chairman,  Honoured  Guests, 
parents  and  students:  my  remarks  today  may  be 
heard  by  all  but  are  particularly  addressed  to  the 
graduating  class.  I  have  had  many  years  here  as 
housemaster,  teacher  and  coach,  and  have  seen 
huge  changes  in  those  years. 

The  following  speaker  and  the  board  chairman 
were  pupils  of  mine  or  lived  in  my  residence  in 
the  early  years  of  the  school  and  I  can  tell  you, 
this  school  has  changed  a  great  deal  for  the  bet- 
ter. The  present  school  probably  would  not  hire 
me  or  admit  those  young  rascals  that  have 
grown  into  such  sage  gentle- 
men. 

My  theme  is:  Where  are  you 
going  and  what  will  you  do 
when  you  get  there? 

You  really  have  no  idea  what  is 
going  to  happen  to  you.  You 
will  travel  to  a  new  place 
untouched  by  anyone,  with  no 
trail  blazed  before  you.  Your 
teachers  do  not  know  this  place 
nor  do  your  parents,  although 
both  groups  have  strived 
valiantly  to  prepare  you  for  it.  It 
is  your  unique  future  of  which  I 
speak.  A  place  of  wonder  that 
Tolkien  could  not  imagine,  a  place  containing 
giant  castles  of  success  and  dark  dungeons  of 
failure.  A  place  where  love  will  flourish,  friend- 
ships grow,  disputes  will  rise  and  hopefully  be 
conquered,  but  all  this  will  belong  to  you,  and 
no  one  else.  We,  the  adults  that  you  shared  your 
time  with,  have  not  been  there  and  cannot  pre- 
dict what  the  future  will  bring  you  -  but,  because 
you  have  had  a  superb  education  in  the  finest 
school  in  North  America  you  will  thrive  wherever 
you  go. 

A  young  chemistry  teacher  goes  from  Trinity 


College  in  Dublin  to  Rhodesia,  and  then  on  to  a 
little  school  in  the  country  of  Canada  where  he 
began  a  future  that  could  never  have  been  pre- 
dicted. In  his  wildest  dreams  he  could  not  see 
the  Governor  General  Awards  for  his  chemistry 
students,  nor  the  national  and  world  champi- 
onships for  the  rowers  he  coached.  Indeed,  just 
winning  a  race  against  Shawnigan  seemed 
beyond  reach  and  when  our  Board  chairman 
pulled  on  an  oar  in  those  days  we  were  only  just 
beginning  to  get  into  the  medals  at  the  local 
races. 

What  was  the  school  like  in 
those  days?  The  Head  lived  in 
splendour  in  the  house 
presently  occupied  by  Mr. 
Williams  and  we  drooled  over 
owning  the  Wilson  property 
that  is  the  Head's  house 
today.  I  taught  chemistry  in 
one-half  of  what  is  now  the 
drafting  design  room.  Above 
that  room,  in  the  present 
math  classrooms,  was  Privett 
House,  with  all  the  comfort  of 
unpointed  concrete  block  and 
tiled  floors.  Alex  House  was 
called  Hope  House  and  held 
the  Grade  8  and  9  boys,  and 
Ellis  House  was  upstairs  above  the  administra- 
tion offices.  There  were  no  girls  at  the  school 
then  and  we  had  to  import  girls  from  Strathcona 
and  Queen  Margarets  for  dances  and  musicals. 
On  one  memorable  occasion  a  very  eager 
young  woman  who  desperately  wanted  to  see 
the  love  of  her  life  did  come  to  the  school.  She 
hid  herself  in  a  large  trunk  and  was  smuggled  in 
by  a  few  burly  boys.  She  had  run  away  from 
home  in  New  Westminster  to  be  with  her  one 
true  love.  Just  trying  to  keep  away  from  this 
young  lady  may  explain  the  boyfriend's  nick- 
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name:  Weary  Bernie.  She  was  apprehended 
before  she  met  him,  spent  the  night  under  the 
vigilant  eye  of  Mrs.  Carr,  and  was  sent  packing 
the  next  day.  Up  to  that  point  we  had  many  stu- 
dents run  home  from  school  but  only  one  run 
away  from  her  home  to  our  school. 

The  little  school  I  referred  to  has  become  the 
esteemed  institute  of  learning,  culture,  arts  and 
athletics  it  is  today.  Again,  we  could  hardly  ever 
imagine  this  metamorphosis.  The  first  Head  of 
this  school,  our  founder, 
David  Mackenzie,  dreamed 
of  a  place  where  students 
would  have  respect  for  their 
world,  and  one  another. 
His  philosophy  was  a  sim- 
ple one  where  considera- 
tion for  others  was  the  cen- 
tral concept.  He  saw  a 
school  where  a  student 
would  hold  the  door  open 
for  visitors  and  address 
them  with  respect.  Did  he 
succeed?  To  use  his 
favourite  expression:  "You 
bet  your  boots  he  did!" 

You  need  to  know  that 
where  you  are  going  can 
be  the  absolute  top  in  any 
field  but  it  may  not  relate  to  the  present  state  of 
your  education  or  your  view  of  yourself.  One  stu 
dent  many  years  ago  (I  seem  to  say  that  a  lot. 
Please  forgive  me.)  almost  failed  his  Grade 
eleven  and  was  allowed  in  to  twelve  because  he 
was  a  leader,  top  class  rugby  player,  captain  of 
soccer,  and  a  gold  medal  rower  from  the 
Canada  Games.  The  only  area  where  success 
eluded  him  was  in  the  classroom.  Nevertheless, 
he  did  graduate,  went  on  to  university,  got  a 
degree,  went  on  to  post-graduate  work,  and 
recently  became  a  doctor  of  medicine.  He  was 
conferred  with  his  doctorate  in  Dublin  two  days 
ago.  Along  the  way  this  young  man,  Darren 
Barber,  won  a  gold  medal  in  the  Olympic 
Games  in  rowing. 

Enough  of  the  past.  How  will  you  climb  your 


Everest,  kill  your  lion  or  achieve  some  lofty 
goals,  as  yet  unimagined.  To  climb  to  the  pent- 
house in  any  building  can  not  be  done  in  one 
leap,  but  if  you  have  clear  goals  you  can  take 
tiny  steps  and,  slowly  but  surely,  get  there.  You 
only  need  to  take  the  first  step  and  climb  in  the 
right  direction.  You  do  not  need  eight  foot  leaps, 
but  many  small  steps.  The  man  who  created 
McDonalds  and  become  one  of  the  most  suc- 
cessful self-made  men  in  history  says  it  best: 

''nothing  in  the  world  can 
take  the  pioce  of 
persistence.  Talent  will 
not;  nothing  is  more 
common  than  unsuccess- 
ful men  and  women 
with  talent.  Genius  will 
not.  Unrewarded  genius 
is  almost  a  proverb. 
Education  alone  will  not. 
The  world  is  full  of  edu- 
cated derelicts. 
Persistence  and  determi- 
nation ore  omnipotent."

2002-2003 

'You're  such  a  fag!"  No,  the  boy  was  not  British, 
referring  to  me  as  a  cigarette.  Some  of  the  cru- 
elest  comments  of  my  life  were  said  to  me  in 
grade  8.  The  boy  was  using  the  term  in  the  most 
derogatory  fashion.  It  was  meant  to  improve  his 
self-image  while  degrading  mine.  So,  while  he 
and  his  friends  laughed  smugly  on  the  plaza,  I 
relegated  myself  to  Dorm  1 , 
now  a  janitor's  closet  in 
Gwynneth  House,  to  cry 
alone.  I  had  many  nights 
where  I  would  escape  to  Mr. 
J's  office  or  Mr.  Hardie's 
crowded  apartment  to  recol- 
lect the  horrors  of  life  as  a 
grade  8  boy.  But  the  lasting 
effects  of  a  dorm  mentality 
dominated  by  the  concepts 
of  seniority  and  bullying 
would  die  that  year  and  give 
way  to  a  new  atmosphere. 
The  shift  in  attitudes  follow- 
ing my  first  years  at 
Brentwood  is  remarkable. 
Brentwood  life  is  a  process,  and,  contrary  to  pop- 
ular belief,  it  isn't  always  easy  walking  down  the 
Millennium  Trail.  Helen  Keller  wrote,  "Character 
cannot  be  developed  in  ease  and  quiet.  Only 
through  experience  of  trial  and  suffering  can  the 
soul  be  strengthened,  ambition  inspired,  and  suc- 
cess achieved." 

Brentwood  inspires  us  to  develop  our  individuality. 
Yet,  at  the  same  time,  no  one  holds  your  hand 
while  you  strive  to  be  different.  My  experiences  at 
Brentwood  have  forced  me  to  shape  and  re-shape 
every  concept  I  hold  about  myself.  It  is  these  expe- 
riences that  are  the  most  meaningful.  The  sadden- 
ing one  in  which  the  boy  called  me  a  fag,  juxta- 
posed against  the  joyful  memories  of  friends  and 
roommates,  of  a  field  trip  to  Science  World,  and 
Grad.  That  is  how  one  builds  character,  through 


good  and  bad,  thick  and  thin.  For,  in  the  end, 
without  the  development  of  character,  the  knowl- 
edge we  gain  from  Brentwood  is  futile. 

Each  year  at  this  awards  day  and  at  our  internal 
awards  ceremony,  we  come  together  as  a  school 
community,  to  recognize  excellence  in  academics, 
athletics,  the  arts  and  citizenship.  Yet,  a  shield  or 
plaque  cannot  embody  the 
greatest  satisfaction  that 
Brentwood  has  given  me.  Earlier 
this  year,  the  graduating  class 
was  faced  with  a  moral  question. 
We  had  been  told  that  no  same- 
sex  dates  would  be  allowed  at 
our  Graduation  Dinner  and 
Dance.  The  Student  Executive  felt 
that  the  student  community 
needed  clarification.  This  state- 
ment of  policy  seemed  unprinci- 
pled, especially  considering  the 
Principles  of  Community  which 
Brentwood  prides  itself  in 
upholding.  The  Student  Executive 
created  a  statement  explaining 
the  need  for  a  change  of  the  status  quo,  providing 
both  legal  and  moral  substantiation.  Every  single 
member  of  the  council  signed  the  statement.  We 
have  never  been  so  proud  or  felt  as  empowered 
as  we  did  when  we  walked  into  the  Tuesday  meet- 
ing that  week.  We  met  no  opposition.  The  admin- 
istration recognized  our  solidarity  and  the  princi- 
ples behind  our  statement.  They  changed  the  poli- 
cy in  the  spirit  of  The  Brentonian  Code. 

Change  is  the  only  constant.  Biologically,  our  very 
evolution  seeks  to  constantly  reshape  the  nature  of 
the  human  form.  Thank  you,  Mr.  Pennells.  I  did 
learn  something  in  your  biology  course,  despite 
my  provincial  result.  Brentwood's  identity  is  found- 
ed upon  a  strong  tradition,  but  we  must  not  let 
that  hinder  our  efforts  to  continually  make  our 
community  a  more  vibrant  and  accepting  place 
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for  future  Brentonions.  Working  with  the  Student 
Executive  has  taught  me  to  constantly  re-evaluate 
and  re-examine  the  nature  of  our  community.  As 
a  member  of  the  graduating  class,  I  will  no  longer 
be  a  Brentwood  student  come  September;  instead, 
my  classmates  and  I  will  become  a  part  of  its 
legacy.  It  is  therefore  important  to  remember  the 
words  of  Mahatma  Gandhi;  "You  must  be  the 
change  you  wish  to  see  in  the  world."  The  direc- 
tion of  this  school  is  tied  indelibly  to  the  leader- 
ship of  its  students. 

As  a  younger  student,  I  often  felt  helpless  in  the 
battles  of  change.  I  shouldn't  have.  Leaders  need 
support  from  every  facet  of  their  community. 
Support  those  efforts  which  you  believe  in.  The 
words  of  world-renowned  anthropologist 
Margaret  Mead,  "Never  believe  that  a  few  caring 
people  can't  change  the  world.  For,  indeed,  that's 
all  who  ever  have."  Grade  8s,  your  voices  are 
potentially  the  most  powerful  sound  in  this  school, 
and  all  too  soon  you  will  have  your  chance  to  sit 
up  here  in  these  comfortable  blue  chairs. 

I  would  not  be  here  today  if  not  for  the  support  of 
so  many  people.  Staff,  you  are  the  people  who 
make  this  school  run  smoothly.  We  will  always  be 
thankful  for  your  smiles  and  your  never-ending 
desire  to  make  our  lives  easier.  Faculty,  you  are 
our  mentors,  friends  and  our  pseudo-parents.  You 
give  us  all  of  yourselves.  Your  marks  on  our  lives 
will  never  be  forgotten.  Continue  to  give  every- 
thing and  we  can  only  hope  that  you  are  as  proud 
of  us  as  we  are  to  have  had  you. 

Fellow  graduates,  you  are  the  core  of  my 
Brentwood  experience.  Poet  T.  S.  Eliot,  writes,  "The 
end  of  all  our  exploring  will  be  to  arrive  where  we 
started  and  know  the  place  for  the  first  time."  We 
now  know  Brentwood  and  we  are  conflicted  with 
emotions  of  sadness  and  readiness  for  our  depar- 
ture, regardless  of  this,  however,  we  must  go.  I 
would  not  be  here  if  it  were  not  for  the  shared 
experiences  that  we  have  had  over  these  past  five 
years.  You  have  taught  me  to  live,  love,  cry,  play 
rugby  and  be  myself.  Nice  try,  but  maybe  rowing 
in  my  next  life.  Keep  in  touch.  The  friendships  we 
have  made  will  not  wither  with  age;  they  can  only 
grow  with  the  support  and  love  we  all  have  for 


each  other.  Your  individual  spirits  and  capacity  for 
growth  and  change  will  help  you  to  achieve  suc- 
cess for  the  rest  of  your  lives.  You  are  now  a  part 
of  the  Brentwood  tradition.  Remember  our  legacy. 
The  torch  must  be  passed  on.  I  love  you  all, 
Grads  of  2003.  Oh,  and  don't  forget  the  words  of 
my  oh-so-wise  roommate,  "Be  Wise  and  Sanitize."

We  await  the  results  of  our  internal 
examinations  before  we  announce  the 
awards  from  the  BC  Government's 
'Passport  to  Education'  programme. 
Under  this  scheme,  students  can  earn 
monetary  credits  which  they  can  use  to 
offset  tuition  costs  at  any  further 
education  establishment.  The 
Ministry  of  Education  specifies 
that  the  award  go  to  the  top 
30%  of  each  grade  from  9  to 
12.  They  stipulate  that  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  scoring  criteria 
should  be  based  upon  academ- 
ic achievement.  The  remaining 
portion  may  be  based  upon 
other  criteria  os  designated  by 
the  School.  At  Brentwood,  we 
use  a  weighting  that  features:

Closing  Ceremonies,  June  21,  2003 


Once  Mr.  Zenker  told  me  that  one  of  the  great 
things  about  being  a  teacher  is  that  you  get  the 
last  word...  Well,  today  he's  wrong...  Today  I  get 
the  last  word  (Laugh  diabolically). 

When  I  first  sat  down  to  write  this  speech  it  struck 
me  that  perhaps  speaking  wasn't  really  what  I 
ought  to  do...  late  last  night  a  20  minute  inter- 
pretive dance  sounded  like  a  great  idea...  this 
morning  however,  upon  waking  in  a  puddle  of 
drool  on  my  desk  to  find  the 
elaborate  choreography  dia- 
grams I'd  come  up  with  in  my 
panic,  I  took  a  good  look  at 
myself  in  the  mirror  and  decided 
that  perhaps  dancing  would  not 
be  my  fate  today.  Its  really  better 
for  all  of  us  if  I  stick  to  conven- 
tional valedictory  methods. 

I  stand  before  you  not  because 
of  my  superior  dancing  ability, 
but  because  I  was  chosen  by  my 
peers  to  speak  on  their  behalf  to 
the  rest  of  the  school  and  to  say 
all  the  applicable  goodbyes  and 
thank  yous  for  them.  I  cannot 
tell  you  more  how  honored  I  ^^^^^^^^H 
was  to  be  chosen  for  this  job... 
the  people  I  speak  for  are  the 
greatest  concentration  of  talent,  curiosity,  drive, 
imagination,  spontaneity,  and  intellect  that  I  have 
ever  seen  or  imagined  seeing  in  people  my  own 
age.  They  are  synergy  —  there's  your  SAT  word 
for  the  day.  It  is  the  word  for  what  happens  when 
a  whole  is  more  than  the  sums  of  its  parts.  And  it 
is  a  word  that  describes  my  class. 

This  is  my  second  year  here...  I  came  to 
Brentwood  for  many  reasons  —  the  academics, 
the  jazz  band,  the  excellent  tropical  winter  weath- 
er.... but  I'll  let  you  in  on  the  fundamental  reason 
I  am  here  —  it  is  these  very  people  that  I  am 
speaking  for  who  have  drawn  me  back  and  held 
me  here,  fairly  bursting  with  anticipation  to  find 
out  what  they'll  do  next.  Whether  it  be  playing 


cricket  in  the  road,  forcing  the  poor  grade  eights 
to  dress  up  like  little  girls,  rowing,  freestyle  rap- 
ping, "Rucking  Over"  (What  that  means  I'm  not 
sure  I  want  to  know),  producing  beautiful  art,  act- 
ing, acting  out,  or  acting  just  plain  strangely  I 
really  can't  get  enough  of  them. 

They  collectively  possess  the  most  important  qual- 
ity that  any  person  can  have,  individuality.  It  is 
well  and  good  to  be  successful,  to  have  lots  of 
money  or  power,  but  all  these 
things  mean  nothing  if  you  don't 
do  what  makes  you  happy,  rather 
than  what  somebody  else  tells 
you —  "A  man  must  consider  what 
I  Q  rich  reaim  he  obdicofes  when 

he  becomes  a  conformist"  the  Poet 
Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  said  that, 
and  one  must  only  take  a  look 
around  this  gym  to  see  the  truth 
in  those  words. 


I  have  learned  a  few  things  in  my 
two  years  here  other  than  the 
Pythagorean  theorem  and  the 
capital  of  Denmark.  I  believe  that 
these  things  can  be  nicely 
^ujkmmtBBmmBm   summed  up  using  something  that 
is  near  and  dear  to  my  heart... 
food.  Challenges  are  like  break- 
fast, they  are  the  all  important  fuel  that  provide 
us  sustenance  throughout  the  day  (Along  with 
good  strong  coffee),  and  so  should  always  be 
tackled  with  vigour;  The  great  variety  at  lunch  is 
like  the  world  that  we  all  have  before  us  —  sam- 
ple widely,  but  always  remember  that  simple 
things  can  sometimes  be  the  best;  Dinner,  at  the 
end  of  the  day  reminds  us  to  relax,  savoring  our 
accomplishments  and  the  company  of  our  fami- 
lies and  friends.  And  if  you  eat  all  your  vegeta- 
bles, you  may  have  the  fruits  of  your  labor  for 
dessert. 

Now  that  I  have  addressed  the  who  and  the  what 
of  my  class,  I  need  to  talk  about  the  why  and  the 
how.  The  most  important  reasons  all  of  us,  are 
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here  are  the  people  sitting  over  there 
(parents)  and  the  people  sitting  there 
(parents).  John  Donne  said  that  "No 
man  is  on  island  entire  of  itself"  in 
other  words,  as  much  as  we  would 
like  to  think  otherwise,  we  are  prod- 
ucts of  our  history  and  our  upbring- 
ing, influenced  by  our  parents  and 
teachers.  To  that  end  —  we  are  in  all 
of  your  debts. 

Teachers  —  somebody  once  likened 
teaching  High  School  to  herding 
chickens...  Without  the  patience,  wis- 
dom, and  sheer  dedication  that  you 
have  shown  us,  leaving  our  little 
Brentwood  coops  would  be  much 
scarier  than  it  is  today.  The  students 
sitting  in  this  auditorium  will  forever 
keep  those  lessons  that  you  have 
imparted  with  us. 

Parents  —  most  of  us,  even  the  more 
angelic  among  the  crowd,  can  be  lit- 
tle devils.  Thanks  for  not  smothering 
us  in  our  beds  while  we  slept,  thanks 
for  giving  us  so  much  that  we  cannot 
begin  to  repay  you,  although  we'll  try 
our  whole  lives,  and  thanks  for 
always  being  there  to  give  us  advice 
or  a  swift  kick  in  the  ass  whether  or 
not  we  thought  we  needed  it. 

When  I  step  off  this  platform,  a  new 
phase  of  life  will  begin  for  the  gradu- 
ates here  today  —  one  of  new  oppor- 
tunities, of  new  challenges,  of  new 
faces,  and  of  new  triumphs.  Yeats 
once  said  that  education  is  not  filling 
a  bucket,  but  lighting  a  fire.  If  this  be 
the  case,  then  we  graduates  are  a 
blaze  that  will  burn  for  years  and 
years  to  come. 

To  anybody  and  everybody  who 
added  to  that  flame,  thank  you.  We 
will  miss  you  all!

CHRIS  HUMPHREYS  &  DAVID  REYNOLDS 

On  the  23rd  of  October,  two  professional  writers, 
Chris  Humphreys  and  David  Reynolds,  visited 
Brentwood.  Each  has  recently  written  his  first  novel, 
though  both  have  had  many  years  of  experience  in 
writing.  Each  gave  talks  to  Brentwood  students  during 
academic  hours,  Humphreys  in  the  lecture  theatre  and 
Reynolds  in  the  library,  reading  from  their  novels  and 
discussing  their  personal  writing  processes.  Coming 
from  very  different  backgrounds  (though  they  both 
now  live  in  London,  UK)  and  writing  about  very  differ- 
ent subject  matter  with  very  different  styles,  they 
showed  students  what  a  varied  field  it  is  that  novelists 
work  in. 

Chris  Humphreys  was  born  in  Canada,  and  has  lived 


both  here  and  in  the  United  States.  He  is  currently  liv- 
ing in  London,  UK.  Throughout  his  adult  life,  he  has 
been  employed  in  a  number  of  diverse  professions, 
including  stage  and  screen  actor,  playwright  (A  Coge 
Without  Bars,  Giimpses  of  the  Moon,  and  Touching 
Wood).  A  champion  fencer  during  his  youth,  he  has 
also  worked  as  a  fight  choreographer.  It  was  only 
recently  that  he  decided  to  become  a  novelist.  So  far, 
he  has  produced  two  books:  The  French  Executioner 
and  its  sequel,  Blood  Ties. 

David  Reynolds  grew  up  in  Buckinghamshire,  a  suburb 
of  London,  UK  and  lives  in  London  today.  He  has 
worked  in  journalism  and  publishing.  He  was  one  of 
the  founders  of  Bloomsbury  Publishing,  and  held  the 
positions  of  Deputy  Managing  Director  and  Publishing 
Director  (non-fiction)  when  he  decided  to  become  a 
novelist  in  1999. 

His  novel.  Swan  River,  is  the  story  of  his  paternal 
grandfather's  self-exile  from  his  family  in  London  to 
remote  Swan  River,  Manitoba  because  of  a  drinking 
problem  and  his  daughter's  death.  Thomas  Clifton 
Reynolds  was  typical  among  the  young  men  who 
swarmed  into  Canada  from  the  UK  during  the  late 
1800's,  and  the  story  also  discusses  the  circumstances 
of  England  and  Canada  during  that  time. 
Extraordinary  characters  make  the  book  fun  and  inter- 
esting to  read.  Reynolds  read  a  few  excepts  from  the 
novel  during  his  talks  in  the  library  "just  to  give  us  the 
feel  of  the  book".  The  writing  was  well  polished, 
engaging,  and  packed  with  subtle  humour.

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UNIVERSITY  VISITS 

Joining  the  University  of  Victoria,  the  University  of  British 
Columbia,  Camosun  College,  and  British  Columbia 
Institute  of  Technology  v^as  the  royal  Military  College  from 
Kingston,  Ontario.  Senior  students  elected  to  miss  periods 
four  and  five  and  chose  to  attend  information  sessions  by 
two  of  the  five  post- 
secondary  institutions. 
The  most  popular 
choices  were  UVic  and 
UBC,  but  all  sessions 
were  well  attended. 

The  five  institutions 
cover  a  broad  range  of 
options.  UVic  is  a 
medium-sized  compre- 
hensive university, 
which  offers  an  excel- 
lent academic  pro- 
gram, strong  athletics, 
and  relatively  small 
class  sizes. 

One  of  Canada's 

largest  universities,  UBC  in  Vancouver,  offers  a  wide 
range  of  programs  and  disciplines.  Camosun  College  is 
a  community  college  in  Victoria  that  offers  university- 
transfer  courses  and  diploma  programs.  BCIT  in  Burnaby 
is  one  of  the  premier  technological  institutes  in  North 
America  and  focuses  on  applied  approaches  to  trade  and 
industry  career  training. 

Canada's  only  military  university,  RMC,  offers  an  excellent 
academic  base  augmented  by  military  and  leadership 
training.  The  fall  term  is  full  of  university  sessions  and 
grade  12  students  are  inundated  with  information.  Other 
visits  include  the  Quebec  universities,  McGill,  Bishop's, 
end  Concordia,  which  visited  before,  and  Guelph  and 
University  of  Toronto  v/hich  arrived  later  in  the  week.

John  Queen,  Bruce  and  Jill  Tate  accompanied  twen- 
ty-four Brentwood  students  on  a  whirlwind  tour, 
organized  by  Tim  Zenker,  of  American  Ivy  League 
schools  during  the  October  2002  mid-term  break. 
At  each  institution  we  attended  an  information  ses- 
sion, had  a  campus  tour  and,  in  many  cases,  had 
an  opportunity  to  eat  in  one  of  their  dining  outlets. 
Touring  so  many  schools  in  such  a  short  time  meant 
that  something  particularly  distinctive  was  needed 
for  one  to  stand  out  in  particular.  This  varied 
according  to  each  student's  experience  and  it  was 
interesting  to  discuss  what  attracted  the  students  to  a 
particular  institution  when  we  "debriefed"  in  the  bus 
or  before  lights  out  each  night.  The  common  com- 
plaint (especially  from  the  Grade  10s  and  1  Is)  was 
that  there  was  no  time  for  just  sightseeing  and  shop- 
ping! 

Although  it  proved  to  be  difficult  to  get  across  the 
border  with  our  multi-cultural,  ethnic  and  religious 
group,  everyone  made  it  back  safely.  Defne  Gunay 
and  Angela  Li  answered  many  questions  leaving 
Toronto.  Mr.  Tate  (a  victim  of  racial  profiling)  was 
asked  to  remove  his  belt  and  shoes.  Cailen  O'Brien 
was  accosted  by  a  dozen  burly  police  at  Logan 
Airport  and  Molly  Kenward  spent  three  hours  being 
welcomed  home  to  Canada  at  the  Immigration 
Office.  Aside  from  a  medical  emergency  that 
occurred  as  the  plane  made  its  final  approach  to 
Victoria  airport  on  our  return,  things  went  pretty 
smoothly  indeed.

Gordon  Eby,  who  were 
rewarded  for  their  efforts  by  a 
large  number  of  students  wish- 
ing to  'have  another  go'  and 
enter  the  Vancouver  Island 
Regional  Finals  held  in  Oak 
Bay  on  15th  February.  Even 
more  encouraging  is  the  fact 
that  the  majority  of  keen  new 
faces  are  junior  students,  thus 
ensuring  a  nucleus  of  debaters 
for  the  years  to  come. 

The  Brentwood  Debate  Club 
sent  14  young  public  speakers 
to  the  Vancouver  Island 
Regional  Championships  held  Saturday, 
February  15th  at  Oak  Bay  High  School  in 
Victoria.  Our  club  has  been  extremely  active  this 
year,  especially  the  Grade  9  class. 

Between  25-30  Grade  9  students  attended  at 
least  some  of  our  Wednesday  lunch-time  meet- 
ings since  September.  Meanwhile,  the  club  was 
ably  led  by  senior  students.  This  mix  of  juniors 
and  seniors  combined  to  achieve  our  best  results 
in  years.  Seven  of  the  fourteen  debaters  qualified 
for  the  Provincial  Debating  Championships  held 
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at  Dover  Boy  High  School  in  Nanaimo 
on  March  8  and  9. 

The  four  junior  qualifiers,  all  from  the 
Grade  9  class  were  Jonathan  Dunstan 
(Chemainus),  Cirisse  Stephen 
(Parksville),  Nick  Chesterley  (Comox) 
and  Noah  McColl  (Saltspring  Island). 
The  three  senior  qualifiers  were  Cailen 
O'Brien  (Orcas  Island),  Adam 
Schneider  (California)  and  Ryan  van 
Haren  (North  Vancouver). 

Our  next  competition  took  place 
Saturday,  February  22.  It  was  the 
Bruce-Lockhart  Public  Speaking 
Tournament  at  Shawnigan  Lake  School 
in  which  seven  Brentwood  students 
tried  their  hand  at  impromptu  speak- 
ing, impromptu  debating  or  dramatic 
monologue.  Nick  Chesterley  (Grade  9) 
finished  2nd  out  of  fifty  junior  partici- 
pants, placing  4th  in  the  cross  exami- 
nation debating  and  7th  in  the 
impromptu  speaking. 

The  partnership  of  Ria  Parks  and 
Jonathan  Dunstan  impressed  the 
judges  over  the  course  of  the  day  and 
they  finished  as  the  second  debating 
team  in  the  Junior  (Grade  9  and  10) 
category. 

Before  the  awards  ceremony,  Laura 
McLean  and  Lauren  Selman  were 
asked  to  repeat  their  superb  dramatic 
monologues  to  all  of  the  participants, 
hosts  and  judges.

Worldly  Connections  -  Jeff  Davis  Explores  the  Amazon 


When  grade  10  student  Jeff  Davis  returned  to  school,  no 
one  on  campus  had  seen  or  heard  from  him  for  two 
weeks.  Naturally,  his  classmates  bombarded  him  with  a 
host  of  questions.  He  complied,  but  the  more  he  told  them, 
the  more  they  envied  him.  He 
had  been  among  a  group  of 
twenty  -  along  with  his  sister,  his 
aunt,  and  her  boyfriend  -  that 
had  spent  eleven  days  in  the 
Amazon,  he  told  them.  Grouped 
around  a  table  in  the  cafeteria  or 
huddled  together  in  a  small  circle 
just  outside,  his  friends  listened  to 
his  tales  of  parrots,  piranhas, 
and  villages  up  the  Xingu  River 
that  are  completely  devoid  of 
computers.  When  they  marveled 
at  the  new  tattoo  on  his  arm,  he 
would  shrug  and  say,  "It's  only  a 
three-week  one.  I  got  it  in  one  of 
the  villages." 

The  opportunity  to  take  a  break 
from  his  studies  and  have  an 
adventure  in  one  of  Brazil's 
wildest  jungles  came  to  Jeff  as 
the  result  of  one  of  his  aunt. 
Char  Davis'  connections.  She 
happened  to  be  good  friends 
with  a  few  members  of 
the  River  League,  a 
company  that  leads 
rafting  expeditions  for 
people  who  wish  to 
gather  biological 
research  or  just  experi- 
ence the  beauty  and 
serenity  of  untouched 
wilderness.  Generally, 
the  Vancouver-based 
organization  limits  its 
voyages  to  the  rivers  of 
Alaska,  BC,  and  the 
Northwest  Territories, 
but  it  has  recently 
broadened  its  horizons 
to  include  annual  trips 
to  a  tributary  of  the

mother  of  all  rivers,  the  mighty  Amazon.  As  Jeff  is  quick  to 
inform,  the  Amazon  is  200  miles  wide  at  the  mouth,  a  dis- 
tance wider  than  the  length  of  Vancouver  Island.  When 
Char  was  invited  to  join  this  year's  Amazon  trip,  she  didn't 
hesitate  to  bring  along  a  few 
more  members  of  the  Davis  clan. 
Because  the  River  League  team  is 
unfamiliar  with  the  region,  they 
could  not  simply  set  out  on  the 
river  as  they  would  with  any 
other.  Instead,  they  were  hosted 
by  the  Amazon  Co-op,  an  associ- 
ation that  provides  aid  to  six  trib- 
al villages  on  the  Xingu  River,  a 
major  tributary  of  the  Amazon. 
Using  the  Co-op's  headquarlers, 
a  small  island  in  the  middle  of 
the  river,  as  a  home  base,  they 
were  able  to  take  day  trips.  Their 
first  night  at  the  outpost,  after 
many  long  and  draining  hours 
on  multiple  airplanes  topped  off 
by  a  24-hour  boat  ride  into  one 
of  the  world's  wildest  jungles,  it 
was  a  relief  to  sleep  in  a  camp 
free  of  jaguars  and  anacondas. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  jour- 
ney, Jeff  found  himself  surround- 
ed by  extraordinary 
people.  Accompanying 
the  four  members  of  the 
Davis  family  and  their 
hosts  were  biologists, 
photographers,  and 
vacationers  like  them- 
selves. One  member  of 
the  group,  whom  Jeff 
fondly  refers  to  as  Bill, 
was  searching  for  a 
cure  for  malaria.  Over 
the  course  of  their 
eleven  days  on  the 
river,  the  group  of  twen- 
ty was  able  to  visit  three 
of  the  nearest  villages, 
aided  immeasurably  by 
the  insight  and  transia- 
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on  skills  of  Christine,  a  member  of  the  Amazon  Co-op. 
yen  the  drivers  of  their  long,  low-hulled  boats  had  stories 
D  tell.  One,  Antonio,  had  once  owned  the  island,  called 
atoquara,  at  which  they  were  staying.  Along  with  his 
3ther,  he  had  earned  a  living  by  tapping  rubber  trees.  "He 
new  anything  and  everything  about  the  rainforest," 
emembers  Jeff,  "and  he  could  tell  by  the  snap  of  a  branch 
.  /hat  animal  it  was  and  whether  or  not  it  was  hunting." 

'he  daily  expeditions  were  organized  by  a  very  rough 
chedule:  one  day,  the  group  would  visit  a  village,  and  the 
lext  would  be  devoted  purely  to  recreation  and  the  explo- 
ation  of  the  jungle.  This  plan,  the  group  found,  was  just 
ne  right  balance  of  excitement  and  relaxation. 

On  the  days  they  spent  in  the  villages,  the  group  did  not 
>nly  come  to  visit,  but  also  to  restock  the  tribes'  pharma- 
ies  with  medical  supplies.  These  small  structures,  projects 
>f  the  Amazon  Co-op,  are  manned  fi 
)f  the  organization.  The  first  village  tl- 
lome  of  the  Assurini  people,  was  the 
ind  therefore  the  most  modernized.  1 
nuch;  the  inhabitants  wore  mod- 
rn  clothes,  but  they  still  lived 
ssentially  traditional  lives.  When 
/ith  the  Arara  and  Arawete  tribes, 

15  well,  Jeff  was  shocked  to  see 
low  differently  the  villagers  lived 
"om  Canadians:  "They  barely 
/ear  any  clothes...  (and)  they  still 
ve  without  anything  that  we  have." 

lowever  surprised  Jeff  was  to 
leet  the  villagers,  he  found  that 
le  equally  amazed  them.  Things 
lot  he  took  for  granted,  such  as 
ippers  on  pockets  and  blond  hair, 
/ere  novelties  to  these  people, 
specially  the  children. 

)espite  differences,  Jeff  was  able  to  e 

16  Assurini,  Arara,  and  Arawete,  sharing  human  bonds 
lat  are  stronger  than  language.  "The  kids  come  running 
»ut  and  they  all  hold  your  arm  and  don't  let  go."  One  of 
lis  favorite  memories  was  getting  a  temporary  tattoo 
itched  onto  his  arm  by  an  Assurini  woman. 

hough  Jeff  had  only  positive  experiences  with  the  native 
jeoples  of  the  Xingu  River,  he  realized  that  the  wide  gaps 
1  language,  culture,  and  lifestyle  could  lead  to  serious 
)roblems.  Before  the  Canadians  arrived,  scouts  were  sent 
D  make  sure  that  the  tribes  were  in  stable  enough  condi- 
on  to  be  visited. 

Dne  of  the  scouts  that  was  sent  to  the  Kayapo  village  met 
1  grim  site.  The  tribesmen  were  covered  from  head  to  foot 
1  block  war  paint.  He  tried  to  conduct  his  business,  any- 


way, but  he  was  lacking  in  luck  that  day.  A  misunderstood 
gesture  set  off  the  villagers  and  the  scout  was  beaten  to 
death.  Needless  to  say,  Jeff's  group  skipped  their  visit  to 
the  Kayapo. 

However  tragic  the  loss  of  one  life  might  be,  the  modern- 
ized world  is  affecting  the  tribes  on  a  much  greater  scale. 
The  last  tribe  that  Jeff  visited,  the  Arawete,  was  hit  by  chick- 
en pox  many  years  ago,  killing  off  most  of  the  village's 
population.  Not  wanting  to  bring  a  new  generation  into  a 
world  of  suffering  and  death,  the  Arawete  women  refused 
to  have  children  until  the  disease  had  passed.  The  direct 
results  of  the  event  were  easy  to  see:  "At  the  village,  there 
are  very,  very  few  elders,  and  90  percent  of  the  village  is 
under  1  7  or  something  amazing  like  that,"  recalls  Jeff. 
"(There  were)  mostly  women,  too."  Because  of  their  extreme 
kindness,  Jeff  regarded  the  Arawete  as  his  favorite  tribe. 


Before  his  trip  to  the  Xingu,  Jeff  only  knew  as  much  about 
the  Amazon  as  he  had  seen  on  the  television  or  read  in 
magazines.  Now,  after  walking  through  foliage  that  made 
him  feel  as  small  as  the  termites  swarming  around  his 
ankles,  he  finds  that  his  perspective  on  the  green  jungles  of 
Brazil  has  changed  completely.  He  had  become  aware  of 
man's  destructive  practices  in  this  world,  and  how  quickly 
the  last  bits  of  pristine  wilderness  are  disappearing.  He  has 
also  learned,  however,  that  there  are  still  places  where 
people  coexist  with  Mother  Nature  and  all  her  children 
without  feeling  the  need  to  manipulate  or  mutilate  her.

When  the  group  was  not  at  a  village  or  Tataquara,  they 
were  hiking,  fishing  for  piranhas,  and  searching  for 
wildlife.  Under  the  expert  guidance  of  Antonio,  they  saw 
howler  monkeys,  crocodiles,  anacondas,  exotic  birds,  and 
a  vast  array  of  insects  and 
arachnids  that  were  easily  the 
largest  and  most  unusual  that 
Jeff  had  ever  seen.  The  most 
elusive  animal  that  they 
searched  for  was  undoubtedly 
the  jaguar.  They  never  actually 
spotted  one  of  the  big  cats,  but 
they  did  find  evidence  of  their 
presence.  On  the  way  back 
from  a  hike  on  one  especially 
rainy  day,  Antonio  found  fresh 
jaguar  prints  in  a  muddy  por- 
tion of  the  trail  that  they  had 
traversed  earlier.  "It  was  almost 
like  it  was  following  us,"  says 
Jeff.  Scarlet  macaws,  on  the  other  hand,  were  never  diffi- 
cult to  see  or  hear.

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Acting  11/12 

Interview  &  Whose  Life  is  it  Anyway 


Brentwood's  Acting  11/12  Class  produced  Jean-Claude 
van  Itallie's  Interview  and  Brian  Clark's  Whose  Life  is  if 
Anyway,  directed  by  Cynthia  Pronick  and  Head  of  Fine 
Arts,  Keith  Digby.  Donations  collected  for  the  production 
are  being  used  towards 
the  building  of  the  T. 
Gil  Bunch  Performing 
Arts  Centre  on  campus 
and  other  Fine  Arts 
related  purposes. 

The  actors  have  faced  a 
number  of  difficulties 
trying  to  prepare  them- 
selves: there  were  sever- 
al conflicting  events  -  a 
normal  feature  of 
Brentwood  life!  -  and 
an  outbreak  of  'flu 
which  confined  more 
than  a  quarter  of  the 
school  to  the  infirmary  ir 
the  week  before  Spring 
Break.  The  effects  of  the 
illness  went  beyond  a 
few  cancelled  practices 
and  absences  led  to 
major  change  in  roles 
and  procedures.  After 
Spring  Break,  however, 
students  experienced  a 
dramatic  increase  in  the 
frequency  of  practices 
as  they  made  up  for  lost 
time.  The  increased 
time  commitment  was 
significant  as,  according 
to  Cailen  O'Brien,  "Mr. 
Digby  owned  us  for  the 

last  week-and-a-half."  When  the  time  came  to  perform, 
the  actors  felt  that  they  were  properly  prepared,  but  that 
did  not  keep  them  from  getting  nervous.  It  was  apparent 
that  there  were  two  groups,  those  who  were  confident 
and  those  who  were  terrified! 

Actors  found  their  roles  sufficiently  challenging,  especially 
in  the  non-emotional,  machine-like  characters  of

Interview.  This  is  a  surreal  play  that  criticizes  the 
cruel  way  in  which  people  treat  one  another.  The 
actors  of  Whose  Life  is  it  Anyway  also  had  to 
stretch  their  abilities,  particularly  Grade  12  student 
Allan  Youssef  who  had  a  great  number  of  lines, 
and  found  it  challenging  to  deliver  them  while 
remaining  perfectly  still.  Allan  played  the  main 
character.  Ken  Harrison,  a  victim  of  a  car  accident,  who 
rationally  chooses  death  over  a  life  of  physical  impair- 
ment. Because  his  character  suffered  from  paralysis, 

Allan  had  to  remain 
almost  completely 
motionless  for  the  entire 
play.  Cailen,  who  played 
Dr.  Emerson,  the  hospi- 
tal's head  physician, 
points  out  the  challenges 
unique  to  the  play's  sup- 
porting actors.  "Maybe 
the  hardest  role  for  the 
entire  company  was 
changing  from  a  group 
of  high  school  students 
into  a  functioning  hospi- 
tal," he  says,  "and  every- 
thing that  goes  along 
with  that:  the  formalities 
and  the  functions  and  the 
specific  actions  that  we 
needed  to  make  it  look 
realistic." 


Despite  all  the  hours  of 
hard  work  and  the  incon 
veniences  they  encoun- 
tered, participants  have 
found  the  project  a 
deeply  fulfilling  experi- 
ence, citing  the  develop- 
ment of  comradeship 
with  fellow  actors  and  the 
excitement  of  simply 
going  on  stage  as  high- 
lights. 

Before  the  performances  started  each  night,  Mr.  Digby 
would  explain  to  the  audience  that  Interview  was  written 
in  America  during  the  troubled  times  of  the  Vietnam 
War.  He  did  not  realise  when  he  selected  the  play  that  it 
would  have  so  much  significance  for  the  world  today.  His 
choices,  then,  were  better  than  even  he  had  expected.

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My  Fair  Lady 

Behind  the  Scenes 

And  so  we  end  where  we  began  -  another  musical 
over,  another  ready  to  begin.  Time,  it  seems,  really 
does  fly.  After  six  months  of  rehearsing  -  singing, 
dancing,  acting  -  "My  Fair  Lady"  is  finished.  The  last 
show  in  the  existing  Brentwood  theatre  has  ended  its 
five-night  run.  And  what  a  show  it  was. 

It  is  sometimes  hard  to 
believe  how  far  people  can 
come  in  such  a  short  time. 
On  a  sunny  Monday  after- 
noon last  September,  a  bell 
rang  at  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon,  and  approxi- 
mately fifty  students  walked 
slowly,  cautiously  toward 
the  school  auditorium.  After 
peering  inside  the  doors 
and  seeing  nothing  particu- 
larly frightening,  they  took  a 
tentative  step  inside.  There 
was  no  sound  -  only  the 
hum  of  silence.  The  air 

smelled  like  theatre:  stale  and  warm  and  not  all  that 
appealing.  It's  a  unique  smell  that  grows  on  you  in 
time  -  an  acquired  taste,  I  suppose. 

When  they  stepped  down  the  stairs  into  the  auditori- 
um, there  were  three  adults  waiting  for  them  on  the 
stage.  On  one  side  stood  Mr.  Williams,  the  musical 
director;  on  the  opposite  side  was  Mrs.  Oxton,  the 
choreographer.  And  standing  between  them  was  a 
shorter,  blonde-haired  woman  -  pleasant-looking, 
with  a  kind  smile  and  a  rather  strange  accent.  Her 
name,  they  quickly  learned,  is  Mrs.  Widenmaier;  she 
is  the  director,  and  (I  doubt  any  person  has  ever 
questioned)  the  real  driving  force  behind  musical  the- 
atre at  Brentwood.  From  the  first  day  of  class  every 
year,  she  is  bursting  with  enthusiasm,  dedication  and 
determination.  She  possesses  an  intense  passion  for 
theatre  that  many  people  only  dream  of  feeling  for 
anything  in  this  world.  And  this  heartfelt  enjoyment 
certainly  shines  through  in  the  shows  that  Mrs. 
Widenmaier  directs  year  after  year.  Of  course,  none 
of  the  new  students  knew  any  of  this  when  they  first

sat  down  in  those  hard,  green,  plastic  chairs.  They 
had  no  idea  how  much  time  musical  theatre 
would  take  from  their  already-busy  lives,  and  they 
could  not  even  begin  to  fathom  the  amount  of 
patience  and  understanding  that  would  be 
required  of  them.  Yet  they  knew  it  must  be  fun, 
since  so  many  people  re-enroll  every  September. 

The  first  few  classes  were  relatively  mundane  -  try- 
outs  for  this  and  auditions  for  that  and  lots  of  simply 
waiting  to  hear  what  would  happen  next.  In  fact, 
most  of  September,  October  and  November  passed 
by  uneventfully.  Just  before 
Christmas,  students  really 
began  to  wonder  why  they'd 
joined  musical  theatre. 
Where's  the  fun  in  it,  they 
wondered,  it's  all  work!  But  at 
least  they  had  made  a  few 
new  friends,  and  had  learned 
how  to  waltz  quite  gracefully 
(some  decidedly  more  so  than 
others). 

December  brought  Christmas 
break  and  musical  theatre 
was  easily  pushed  to  the 
backs  of  everyone's  minds. 
But  as  soon  as  school  com- 
menced in  January,  those 
horrible,  frustrating  three-hour  Sunday  rehearsals 
began,  destroying  the  sole  day  of  rest  we  have  at 
Brentwood.  Schoolwork,  at  this  point  every  year,  usu- 
ally slips  a  little,  and  fatigue  becomes  a  simple  fact 
of  life. 

If  students  wondered  about  their  decision  to  join 
musical  theatre  in  November,  they  now  become  cer- 
tain it  was  the  wrong  choice.  They  want  to  quit  and 
never  hear  "Wifh  o  Liffle  Bit  of  Luck"  again.  I  have 
indeed  heard  rumours  of  Mrs.  Oxton,  Mr.  Williams 
or  Mrs.  Widenmaier  appearing  in  people's  night- 
mares. And  yet,  despite  rampant  frustration  and 
fatigue,  Mrs.  Widenmaier  (after  years  of  experience) 
has  somehow  found  a  way  to  convince  people  to 
stick  with  it.  The  rehearsals  continue,  becoming 
increasingly  frequent  and  intense,  and  there  are 
occasional  bouts  of  whining,  but  people  always  show 
up.  Admittedly,  one  occasionally  wonders  if  life  still 
exists  outside  of  musical  theatre.  Half-way  through 
February,  actors  still  forget  lines,  some  dances  still 
are  not  perfect,  and  the  costumes  have  still  not 
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arrived  from  Stratford.  Secretly,  everyone  wonders 
how  on  the  earth  the  show  will  be  ready  for  opening 
night.  But  it  is  -  it  always  is. 

Dress  Rehearsal  #1 

Terrifying.  This  is  the  first  time  costumes,  music,  and 
lights  have  all  been  incorporated  into  what  the  com- 
pany has  been  practicing  all  year.  None  of  the  new 
students  realized  it  would  look  quite  this  grand:  bright 
lights,  a  full  orchestra,  rented  costumes,  a  profession- 
ally-painted set.  Most  of  all,  none  of  them  realized 
how  it  would  feel  to  be  on  stage  -  that  total  rush  of 
adrenaline  that  is  so  different  from  anything  else 
/ou've  ever  experienced.  But  this  is  still  not  the  real 
^hing.  The  three  hundred  seats  in  the  auditorium  are 
still  empty,  waiting  for  an  audience. 

Opening  Night 

This  is  when  it  all  has  to  happen.  Mistakes  are  simply 
not  allowed  anymore.  Even  the  most  confident  people 
nave  that  funny  little  feeling  in  their  stomachs  -  not  a 
oad  feeling,  really,  just  .  .  .  different.  It  is  sometimes 
difficult  to  find  that  balance  between  excitement  and 
;alm,  nervousness  and  confidence.  But  no  matter 
-vhat,  when  the  lights  come  up,  the  show  begins,  and 
3  roomful  of  strangers  (and,  of  course,  proud  parents) 
sees  what  six  months  of  rehearsals  has  amounted  to. 

Closing  Night 

-or  most  of  the  students  in  musical  theatre,  the  suc- 
:ess  of  a  show  depends  on  the  audience's  reactions  - 
oughter  during  amusing  sequences,  breathless 
silence  during  dramatic  moments,  and  the  enthusiasm 
Df  the  final  applause.  Certainly  this  is  important, 
Decause  without  an  audience,  there  just  would  not  be 
3  show.  For  many,  however,  the  success  of  a  show 
ilepends  equally  on  what  happens  backstage.  The  all- 
lonsuming  nature  of  the  fine  art  demands  the  forma- 
ion  of  closer  relationships  than  normally  exist  in  other 
"Josses.  Singing,  dancing,  or  simply  talking  with  the 
;ame  people  hour  after  hour,  day  after  day,  week 
:fter  week,  people  cannot  help  but  become  friends; 
no  one  else  understands  the  silly  jokes,  the  sad  sto- 
ies,  or  the  feeling  that  accompanies  the  sight  of  a 
:rowd  on  their  feet.  Indeed,  these  are  the  things  great 
nemories  are  made  of.  And  the  lost  sleep  and  hard 
vork  become  truly  worthwhile  when  you  understand 
hat  you've  been  a  part  of  something  much,  much 
greater  than  yourself. 


The  students  of  musical  theatre  would  like  to  thank 
the  staff  involved  in  making  the  week  a  smooth,  suc- 
cessful run.  We  would  also  like  to  express  our  grati- 
tude for  the  warm  support  from  the  audiences  every 
night  -  especially  those  who  patiently  endured  an 
hour-long  delay  on  closing  night.

Brentwood  received 
strong  praise  from 
adjudicators  after 
performances 
(including  Vijay 
Singh,  composer  of 
Dusk  to  Down),  and 
the  choir  was  able  to 
benefit  from  hearing  many  other  choirs,  including 
several  excellent  university  ensembles.  A  highlight  of 
the  weekend  was  the  opportunity  to  hear  M-Pact:  this 
5-person  professional  acappella  group  captivated  our 
students  with  a  spectacular  concert.  In  April,  the  con- 
cert choir  was  involved  in  a  music-exchange  concert

Ultimately,  the  year-end  June  6th  Night  of  Music  con- 
cert at  Brentwood  was  the  best  performance  of  the 
year  for  the  concert  choir.  Mr.  Williams  was  especially

cult work  in  French,  La 
prophetie  accomplie,  for 
which  the  choir  was 
accompanied  by  Phil 
Newns  on  piano,  Kelby 
McNair  on  congas  and 
drums,  and  Nathan 
Gage  on  bass.

Ceramics 

Learning  the  Art  of  Pottery 

The  pottery  classes  this  year  have  been  working  on  a 
variety  of  pieces,  which  are  surmised  to  convey  dif- 
ferent forms  of  design.  Whether  it  be  colour,  shape, 
or  size,  ever  clay  masterpiece  is  derived  from  an 
individual  potter's  artistic  intellect.  For  the  first  time 
in  many  years,  Ms.  Elms,  Brentwood's  whimsical  pot- 
tery teacher,  has  split  the  large  group  of  eager  pot- 
ters into  beginner  and  advanced  groups.  The  two 
different  groups  of  advanced  and  beginner  potters 
take  place  during  different  blocks  on  fine  art  days  in 
order  for  Ms.  Elms  to  more  efficiently  meet  the  needs 
of  her  developing  students. 

One  of  the  focus  projects  for  the  beginner  potters 
this  year  has  been  a  lidded  box  with  different  inden- 
tations on  the  four  sides.  The  indentations  were  gen- 
erally used  with  the  theme  of  nature  in  mind;  the 
beginner  potters  went  out  around  campus  in  hopes 
of  finding  leaves,  twigs,  or  other  symbols  of  nature, 
to  use  on  their  projects.  By  incorporating  the  pieces 
of  vegetation,  the  beginner  potters  were  able  to  pro- 
duce pieces  that  were  all  special  in  their  own  way. 
Of  course,  these  pieces  could  not  have  been  made 
without  Ms.  Elms,  and  her  original  idea  of  using  'the 
forces  of  nature'.  The  beginner  potters  have  also 
been  working  on  the  technique  of  throwing  -  which 
is  the  art  of  making  pots  on  the  wheel. 


The  advanced  pottery  classes  have  more  free  choice 
projects  in  their  schedule.  In  first  term,  the  hand- 
builders  worked  on  platter  and  mug  sets.  These  sets 
were  decorated  using  a  stamp,  which  each  student 
designed  with  a  particular  theme  in  mind;  the  ideas 
ranged  from  flowers,  to  geometrical  shapes,  to  cul- 
tural themes.  Second  term  brought  on  the  challenge 
of  the  lidded  box  for  the  advanced  potters  as  well  as 
the  beginner  potters;  the  advanced  potters  were 
given  the  option  of  designing  their  boxes  in  whatev- 
er way  they  chose.  The  advanced  throwers  have 
been  working  on  their  technique  and  becoming 
more  skilful  with  every  pot  they  make.  One  of  the 
main  projects  they  have  been  working  on  is  a  4 
piece  set  which  is  to  be  completely  constructed  on 
the  wheel,  and  each  piece  must  be  connected  by 
structure  or  design.  Many  of  the  throwers  have  also 
been  working  on  increasing  the  size  of  their  pots 
and  working  to  construct  the  vase  shape.  By  third 
term,  Ms.  Elms  has  as  usual  had  enough  of  her  now 
masterful  artists  complaining  about  set  projects,  and 
she  has  set  us  free  to  work  on  projects  of  our  own 
choice.  With  our  newly  acquired  skills,  which  we 
have  all  gained  throughout  the  year,  we  are  able  to 
mould  our  ideas  into  shape. 

All  of  the  potters,  and  Ms.  Elms,  would  like  to  thank 
our  pottery  technicians  Byron  Dawson,  and  Brain 
Baker.  For  the  entire  year  they  have  worked  to  keep 
the  pots  moving  through  the  kilns,  and  by  using 
their  own  time,  they've  made  sure  that  everyone's 
work  is  eventually  fired  successfully.

From  the  results  point  of  view  this  was  a  season  of 
mixed  fortunes,  but,  in  terms  of  fun  and  fulfillment  it 
was  one  of  our  best  ever.

Even  skillful 
players  must  be  in  the  right  place  at  the  right  time. 
Essentially  that  weakness  was  all  that  stood  in  the  way 
of  our  being  the  best  in  the  province. 

Kelsey  Norlund  captained  the  team  in  her  quiet,  moti- 
vating way  that  made  everyone  feel  an  important  part 
of  the  whole  organization. 

It  is  significant  that  64  of  the  76  goals  scored  by  the 
1  st  XV  came  from  the  sticks  of  grades  ten  and  eleven 
players:  Alison  Fraser  (21),  Marika  Wiggan  (18), 
Katherine  Higginson  (14),  and  Jessica  Lin  (1 1).  Their 
return  should  produce  one  of  the  most  potent 
Brentwood  teams  of  all  time  in  2003. 
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In  the  various  levels  of  competition  Brentwood  had  a 
season  of  near  misses.  We  finished  second  in  the  North 
Island  league,  7th  out  of  24  at  the  UBC  tournament, 
3rd  in  the  ISA  tournament  hosted  and  won  by  Crofton 
House,  4th  out  of  16  at  the  prestigious  Bridgman  Cup. 
We  reached  the  final  of  the  Island  Tournament  after  a 
memorable  semi-final  victory  against  Mt.  Doug.  The 
heavy  loss  to  Cowichan  in  the  final  was  a  low  point  in 
our  season,  but  at  least  we  qualified  for  the  provincial 
tournament  now  held  annually  at  Burnaby  over  a  three- 
day  period  in  mid-November.  Unfortunately,  we  lost  our 
scoring  touch  and  had,  once  again,  to  settle  for  seventh 
spot.  Nevertheless,  remembering  that  the  "AAA"  compe- 
tition includes  only  the  top  12  schools  in  the  province 
we  have  much  to  be  proud  of. 

Brentwood's  participation  at  the  "AAA"  level  of  field 
hockey  ensures  that  we  play  against  the  best,  exposing 
our  players  to  the  highest  level  of  competition.  With  the 
potential  talent  emerging  in  the  school  at  present  this 
competition  could  pave  the  way  to  provincial  and 
notional  representation  for  some  in  the  near  future.

Steve  Pointon,  Derek  Candy,  John  Lee  and  Brian 
Newman  played  in  some  school  tournaments  and 
faired  well  placing  4th  in  the  ISA's  and  3rd  in  the 
qualifier  for  the  provincials. 

The  Rob  Soukop  (School)  Championship  was  played 
at  Arbutus  Ridge  over  a  one-week  period  and 
involved  players  from  both  the  junior  and  senior 
teams.  Steve  Pointon  won  the  tournament  on  the 
strength  of  an  opening  round  of  68.  Steve  was  also 
lucky  enough  to  travel  to  Fiji  with  the  Canadian  Junior 
Team  earlier  in  the  year  where  they  placed  second  to 
a  strong  American  team. 

The  team  looks  good  for  next  year  as  we  will  have  a 
number  of  returning  golfers  who  will  have  had  anoth- 
er year  to  hone  their  skills.

The  Aaron  Baddeley  World  Jr.  Team  Golf  Championships 


When  Stephen  Pointon  (Grade  10)  returned  to  Brentwood 
after  a  week-and-a-half  of  absence  from  the  school,  and 
with  a  new  suntan,  his  peers  demanded  to  know  where  he 
had  been.  He  was  quick  to  inform  them  that  he  had  left 
the  country  along  with  eight  other  young  Canadians  to 
compete  with  the  world's  finest  young  golfers  in  the  exotic 
paradise  of  Denarau  Island  in  Fiji.  When  they  prodded  fur- 
ther, he  told  them  the  name  of  the  competition  and  said 
that  the  Canadians  had  come  in  second  place  to  the 
American  team.  He  spoke  of 
interviews  with  the  media  and 
good  time  he  had  had  in  the 
sea-girdled  land. 

After  landing  on  their  island  in 
the  early  morning,  Steve  and  the 
other  Canadians  could  not  wait 
to  have  some  fun.  "We  were  so 
excited  that  we  didn't  want  to  go 
to  bed,  even  though  we  were 
tired,"  Steve  recalls.  After  the 
inevitable  pre-tournament  semi- 
nars, he  and  other  competitors 
got  the  opportunity  to  take  a  ride 
in  a  jet-boat  that  safely  maneu- 
vered 360  degree  turns  and  nar- 
rowly evaded  poles  as  driver  took 
them  on  a  fast-paced  tour  of  the 
landscape.  That  night,  Steve  got 
his  first  exposure  to  Fijian  culture 
when  he  took  part  in  a  traditional 
cava-sculling  ritual  during  the 
opening  ceremonies.  After  the 
feast  and  speeches  that  followed, 
he  staggered  wearily  with  his 
teammates  back  to  the  Sheraton. 
"I  felt  like  we  were  there  a  week 
even  though  we  were  there  for  a  day,"  he  later 
commented.

The  second  day,  the  competitors  took  part  in  a  charity 
tournament  during  which  they  golfed  for  prizes  with  some 
of  Fiji'  wealthiest  men  and  women.  Aside  from  its  worthy 
cause,  the  contest  was  a  valuable  chance  to  familiarize  the 
golfers  with  the  course.  The  remaining  hours  of  the  day 
and  the  bulk  of  the  following  day  were  spent  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  competition  to  come. 


On  the  first  day  of  the  tournament,  a  cyclone  hit  the  island, 
resulting  in  less-than-desirable  conditions  for  golfing.  Even 
so,  the  Canadians  emerged  in  second  place  at  the  end  of 
the  day,  only  fifteen  shots  behind  the  Americans.  In  the 
end,  Canada  come  in  second  to  the  Americans,  with  New 
Zealand,  Australia,  Fiji,  and  Japan  behind  them.  The  day 
after  the  tournament  hod  ended,  all  the  competitors  went 
together  to  Beachcomber  Island  -  a  small  resort  island  - 
where  they  had  fun  swimming,  snorkeling,  and,  of  course, 
playing  miniature  golf.  Steve  had 
a  man/elous  time  deep-sea  fish- 
ing, and  was  fortunate  enough  to 
catch  a  251b.  mahi-mahi. 

On  the  seventh  day  of  the  trip, 
the  men  who  had  served  as  cad- 
dies for  the  Canadians  invited 
the  team  back  to  their  village. 
"We  didn't  know  what  to  expect 
when  we  got  there,"  Steve  admit- 
ted. After  being  greeted  by  the 
whole  community,  the  kids  of  the 
town  showed  Steve  and  his 
friends  around,  while  the  adults 
prepared  a  feast. 

During  the  tour,  they  climbed  a 
large  tree  that  grew  by  a  river's 
edge.  When  they  hod  reached  a 
height  of  about  twenty  feet  over 
the  water,  they  had  fun  jumping 
off  the  branches  and  swimming. 
"We  were  not  as  brave  as  them," 
Steve  said,  referring  to  the  kids  of 
the  village,  "but  it  was  still  pretty 
scary  being  up  that  high."  The 
group  also  snacked  in  a  papaya 
plantation  and  played  a  satisfy- 
ing game  of  rugby  with  coconuts. 

Again,  the  feast  began  with  the  drinking  of  the  cava.  After 
everyone  hod  eaten  and  danced  a  little  to  soothing  tropical 
tunes,  the  visit  was  concluded  with  a  gesture  of  cultural 
exchange.  Everyone  sat  in  a  circle  and  sculled  cavos  while 
they  told  stories  and  jokes.  At  the  end  of  the  day,  Steve 
regretted  having  to  leave.  "The  Fijians  are  the  nicest 
people,  ever!"

2002.2003 

This  was  another  banner  year  for  the  Brentwood 
Rowing  Club.  We  began  the  Fall  with  a  novel 
approach  to  coaching  by  mixing  all  the  programmes 
together  for  the  early  sessions.  Senior  boys  with  senior 
girls,  senior  boys  with  junior  boys  and  senior  girls  with 
junior  girls.  It  was  a  great  success  for  all  the  novice 
and  intermediate  rowers,  but  it  did  slow  down  the 
progress  of  the  top  sen- 
ior crews  who  developed 
only  slightly  in  the  first 
half  of  that  term. 
However,  by  the  time  we 
went  to  the  first  Fall 
Regatta  in  Victoria,  we 
had  an  active  and  suc- 
cessful club  in  operation 
and  won  several  races  at 
all  levels.  The  senior 
crews  went  to  Seattle  in 
the  Fall  and  discovered 
just  how  fast  the  opposi- 
tion crews  were. 

The  club  entered  into  a 
winter  training  mode  with 
a  lot  of  emphasis  on 
long  distance  rowing  (in 
shells  where  possible) 
and  this  culminated  in 
the  Monster  Erg  event  in 
U.Vic  in  February.  The 
Head  races  followed  and 
we  got  some  very  good 
results,  winning  the 
Shawnigan  Head  in  sev- 
eral divisions  for  both 

boys  and  girls.  In  the  Mill  Bay  Head  the  following  day 
we  again  showed  strength  and  came  away  with  a  box 
full  of  ribbons. Then  the  dreaded  flu  bug  hit  the  school 
and  we  had  to  cancel  out  of  one  regatta  completely 
and  curtail  all  training  for  some  athletes  while  reduc- 
ing training  for  many  others. 

Spring  break  saw  the  senior  boys  go  to  Burnaby  Lake 
to  train  in  pairs  and  singles  while  the  girls  and  light- 
weight boys  trained  in  Mill  Bay.  The  girls  went  to  San 


Diego  for  the  Crew  Classic  regatta  and  were  pleased 
with  their  result  since  they  rowed  a  better  final  than 
the  heat.  Local  regattas  followed  and  we  won  all  the 
points  trophies  for  overall  performances  showing 
depth  and  quality  in  all  areas.  In  the  senior  division 
special  mention  must  go  to  the  lightweight  boys  in 
winning  the  Brentwood  Regatta,  now  a  very  difficult 
job  at  any  senior  category 
in  the  open  division.At  the 
Shawnigan  regatta  a  few 
weeks  later  the  senior  light- 
weight boys  and  girls  had 
excellent  performances  but 
not  in  their  own  division 
and  this  was  an  indicator 
of  possible  success  at  the 
Nationals.  The  senior  boys 
8  finally  won  a  race  having 
been  a  close  second  on 
four  previous  occasions. 
Their  time  of  6;02  for 
2000  metres  did  indicate  a 
speed  capable  of  winning 
at  the  Nationals  and  possi- 
bly Henley  Royal  Regatta  in 
England. 

Two  weeks  later  the  crews 
packed  up  and  went  to  St 
Catharines  for  the 
Nationals.  As  always  every- 
thing went  smoothly, 
thanks  to  the  organization 
of  Mrs  Sage.  The  results 
were  a  gold,  two  silvers 
and  a  bronze  for  the  girls 
crews  and  two  golds,  three  silvers  for  the  boys.  The 
girls  won  the  overall  points  trophy  and  we  came  sec- 
ond overall  in  the  regatta.  You  will  hear  more  specific 
detail  in  the  articles  to  follow  for  each  division.

2003  Season 

We  started  off  the  season  with  a  big  program  for 
Brentwood  -  we  had  21  people.  Of  course,  that  was  not 
too  many  compared  to  the  64  girls  our  San  Francisco  com- 
petitors had,  from  which  they  chose  ONE  eight  and  21  is  in 
fact  fewer  than  the  number  of  people  that  Vic  City  cut  from 
their  program.  Nevertheless,  we  are  a  feisty  little  group,  and 
throughout  the  year,  we  pulled  off 
some  amazing  results. 

From  the  beginning,  we  had  some 
weight  on  our  shoulders.  Last  year  at 
St.  Catharines,  we  lost  the  Women's 
Points  Title  by  one  point.  Right  away 
in  September,  we  decided  -  that  was 
not  happening  this  year  -  and  the 
training  began.  That  motivation 
somehow  gave  us  the  strength  to  erg 
a  total  of  3,000,000  m,  through  15- 
1 0-5's,  three  times  a  week  during  first 
and  second  terms.  Unfortunately, 
somewhere  amidst  the  ergs  we  lost  a 
few  girls  from  the  program,  but  ten 
grade  twelves,  five  grade  elevens  and 
two  grade  tens  (who  we  stole  from 
Mrs.  Sage  &  Mr.  Curry)  pulled 
through  to  the  end. 

In  October,  we  headed  to  Elk  Lake, 
the  first  regatta  ever  for  four  of  us.  We  pulled  off  a  few 
wins,  starting  off  the  season  well.  In  November  a  crew  of 
nine  experienced  girls  went 
down  to  Seattle  to  compete 
in  the  very  accurately  named 
Frostbite  Regatta  and  Head 
of  the  Lake.  The  girls  came 
first  in  both  eights,  and  first 
in  the  four  at  Frostbite  and  a 
series  of  minor  troubles 
placed  us  somewhere  in  the 
middle  at  Head  of  the  Lake. 

After  all  those  thirty-minute 
ergs,  we  were  more  pre- 
pared than  ever  for  Monster  : 
Erg.  But  then  came  the  sick- 
ness. As  you  all  remember, 

bronchitis,  strep  throat,  fevers,  and  various  other  infectious 
diseases  plagued  our  entire  school,  and  "mildly"  affected  our 
performance.  That  of  course  put  us  out  of  commission  for  a 
month  or  so,  pulled  our  whole  club  out  of  the  Elk  Lake

Spring  Regatta,  and  made  Ms.  Walker  a  little  nervous  ("not 
nervous")  about  our  planned  trip  to  San  Diego. 

Once  our  health  slowly  recovered,  we  got  nine  girls  togeth- 
er for  the  San  Diego  Crew  Classic  Regatta.  This  was  an 
incredible  experience  for  us.  Despite  our  "not-as-good-as- 
we-had-hoped"  results,  for  the  first  time  all  season  we  felt 
how  great  it  was  to  race  with  each 
one  of  us  pulling  together.  On  top  of 
that,  we  got  to  dress  up,  eat  Mexican 
food,  dance  around  in  sombreros, 
and  relax  under  the  palm  trees  in  the 
heat  of  the  afternoon.  Back  on  the 
rowing  side  of  that  trip,  our  experi- 
ence gave  us  a  new  determination, 
and  we  were  ready  for  racing  season. 

At  Maple  Bay  and  Shawnigan 
Regattas,  we  did  very  well  by  winning 
the  boys,  girls  and  overall  points  tro- 
phies at  both  places.  The  girls 
"cleaned  up"  pretty  much  everyone, 
leaving  only  Vic  City  a  little  bit  ahead, 
(but  just  for  someone  to  chase  of 
course).  We  got  ourselves  a  few 
medals  and  won  the  overall  points  at 
the  Brentwood  Regatta  —  a  good 
chance  to  show  the  rest  of  the  school 
what  rowing  is  about,  and  show  off  a  little  on  our  home 
turf.  After  Shawnigan,  our  first  2000m  races  of  the  season, 
and  last  2000  m  races 
before  St.  Catharines,  we 
were  almost  ready  to  go.  All 
we  had  left  was  1 6  days, 
our  training  camp  (and 
i   there  were  -  how  many 
Amy?  -  I  think  1 2  practices 
that  week)  before  we  flew  to 
Toronto. 


So  we  left  Brentwood  @ 
4:45  am,  arrived  in  St. 
Catharines,  unloaded  the 
boats,  then  some  "lucky" 
individuals  got  to  write  their 
Calculus  final.  After  that  we 
entered  race  mode.  We  were  given  wise  words  telling  us  to 
"open  a  can"  and  so  we  did.  This  year  we  made  history.  For 
the  first  time  ever,  we  won  the  Senior  Women's  63  kg  Eight, 
proving  that  although  our  girls  are  skinnier  and  prettier  than 
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the  next  boat,  they  sure  can  pull.  We  got  a  silver  medal  in 
the  Senior  Women's  Heavy  Four  (the  Phat  Elites),  an  event 
in  which  Brentwood  hasn't  medalled  since  the  80s.  Every 
girl  in  the  program  won  a  medal,  and  with  everyone's  out- 
standing results  combined,  we  won  the  National  Women's 
Points  Trophy  as  the  only  West  Coast  crew  ever  to  win  it. 
We  accomplished  the  goal  that  each  of  us  so  desperately 
wanted,  both  for  ourselves,  and  for  our  coach  in  her  last 
year  (for  awhile). 

Lastly,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  you  who  have  aided  us  in 
our  accomplishments.  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Titus  and 
Mrs.  Ferreira  for  keeping  our  boats  in  excellent  condition, 
fixing  all  of  our  salt  corrosion,  and  making  sure  our  fours 
always  had  fins.  Thank  you  to  the  Junior  Girls  and  Junior 
Boys  for  pushing  us  on  the  water,  and  keeping  us  on  our 
rates.  To  the  Senior  Men,  heavies  and  lightweights,  thanks 
for  all  the  good  times  this  year;  what  would  we  have  done 
without  those  crabs  in  our  shoes,  and  the  gatherings  at  Bo's 
house?  Finally,  I  would  like 
to  thank  our  coaches:  Mrs. 
Sage,  Mr.  Curry,  Miss 
Meyer,  and  Ms.  Walker.  To 
put  it  briefly,  without  you  we 
would  be  very  hungry,  non- 
national  champions  with  no 
motivation  or  knowledge  of 
Physics,  who  stood  on  our 
feet,  in  the  sun,  with  no  hats, 
no  sunscreen,  getting  dehy- 
drated and  not  getting  rest- 
ed all  day.  I  personally, 
along  with  many  others, 
would  have  no  idea  what  to 
do  with  my  life.  Thank  you 
so  much,  for  everything.  To 

all  the  girls  in  rowing  next  year,  those  of  us  who  graduated 
have  very  much  enjoyed  rowing  with  you.  Keep  in  touch,  I 
know  we'll  miss  you  (we  never  could  keep  track  of  you 
Staceyl),  and  good  luck!

Brentwood  Women  Achieve  a  National  Championship 


It  has  been  a  dream  for  seven  and  a  half  years,  but 
2003  was  the  year  that  it  all  came  together. 

2002  had  been  an  excellent  season.  A  young  crew, 
mostly  grades  10  &  11,  competed  strongly  all  season 
and  performed  well  at  the  national  championships, 
earning  a  gold,  a  silver  and  a  bronze  in  eights,  and 
missing  the  overall  women's  title  by  a  single  point  to 
Brockville  Collegiate.  With  only  two  girls  graduating, 
the  2003  season  looked  very  promising. 

The  Brentwood  women  returned  to  St.  Catharines  with 
almost  the  same  complement  of  entries  as  in  2002 
(three  eights  and  three 
fours,  but  with  the  addi- 
tion of  a  junior  double). 
Most  of  these  crews  saw 
action  in  the  heats  on 
Friday,  qualifying  in  the 
face  of  stiff  competition 
(two  or  three  crews 
qualifying  for  the  semi- 
finals from  heats  of 
seven). 

Saturday  saw  a  change 
in  the  weather.  The  tail- 
wind  of  Friday's  heats 
was  replaced  by  a 

headwind  in  the  morning  and,  as  the  day  drew  on,  rain 
was  added  to  the  mix.  By  mid  afternoon,  in  conditions 
under  which  we  would  have  halted  the  Brentwood 
regatta,  the  rain  was  nearly  horizontal.  The  boat  area, 
which  had  been  soggy  when  we  arrived,  seemed  now 
to  be  almost  completely  flooded.  With  the  words  of  their 
coaches  ringing  in  their  ears  ("This  is  Brentwood  weath- 
er!"), the  eights  and  fours  successfully  qualified  for 
Sunday's  finals.  The  senior  63kg  eight  showed  them- 
selves to  be  the  class  of  their  competition  with  a  domi- 
nant performance,  while  the  junior  four  performed  less 
poorly  in  the  atrocious  conditions  than  the  heavily 
favoured  Brockville  crew,  and  advanced  at  Brockville's 
expense.  Solid  performances  from  the  senior  eight  and 
four,  the  senior  63kg  four  and  the  junior  eight  also 
earned  them  berths  in  the  finals,  while  the  junior  double 
successfully  attained  the  finish  line  ahead  of  two  other 
crews  in  the  worst  of  the  weather. 

Sunday  dawned  bright,  clear  and  windy.  There  was 


another  headwind,  which  would  not  favour  the  light 
Brentwood  senior  eight.  But  there  was  still  plenty  of  time 
for  the  wind  to  die  down.  During  the  morning,  we  had 
our  most  exciting  time.  In  the  space  of  four  races,  the 
junior  women's  eight  came  second,  the  senior  four 
came  second  (close  to  the  dominant  Holy  Cross  crew 
who  had  already  won  the  prestigious  Stotesbury  regatta 
and  the  US  Nationals  a  1  7  seconds  ahead  of  the  third 
place  crew),  and  the  senior  63kg  eight  won  gold,  the 
first  time  a  Brentwood  women's  eight  has  won  a  senior 
event  at  St.  Catharines.  Coaches  clustered  around  the 
television  monitor  on  the  island,  which  was  showing 

events  at  the  finish, 
confirming  that  the 
"white  hats"  had 
indeed  reached  the 
line  first,  despite 
being  3/4  of  a  length 
down  with  650m  to 

go. 

After  this  excitement, 
there  was  a  hiatus  in 
Brentwood's  appear- 
ance in  finals  until 
later  in  the  after- 
noon, when  the  jun- 
ior four  and  the  sen- 
ior 63kg  four,  both  crews  tired  from  their  earlier  races 
in  eights,  had  their  finals.  Finally,  the  senior  eight  final 
came  down.  Performances  in  the  heats  and  semifinals 
suggested  that  this  race  would  be  similar  to  last  year, 
where  a  light  Brentwood  crew  chased  larger  and  heav- 
ier Brockville  and  T.  C.  Williams  crews  into  a  headwind 
for  a  bronze  medal.  Again  the  wind  took  its  toll  on  the 
Brentwood  crew,  who  remained  in  contact  with  the 
leaders  and  rowed  through  Havergal  in  the  last  450m 
to  come  away  with  a  bronze  medal.  While  we  were  cel- 
ebrating this  success  of  the  eight,  the  news  came  across 
the  speakers  that  Brentwood  had  won  the  overall 
women's  competition,  beating  Branksome  by  a  single 
point.  Seven  and  a  half  years  of  building  the  women's 
programme  at  Brentwood  had  led  finally  to  the  ultimate 
goal  (a  first  for  Brentwood  Women's  Rowing)  -  a 
National  High  School  Team  Championship.

2003  Season 

Small...  But  Fierce.  The  Lightweight  Men  had  an  awe- 
sonne  year.  With  six  crew  members  returning,  and  the 
addition  of  three  grade  1 1  s,  there  were  only  nine  of  us, 
but  we  were  ready  to  take  on  any  crew  at  any  time.  In 
the  fall  we  traveled 
to  Seattle  to  race  in 
the  Frostbite  regat- 
ta, and  the  Head 
of  the  Lake 
(Washington) 
where  we  placed 
first  in  both  light- 
weight events  -  not 
a  bad  start  to  the 
season,  consider- 
ing we  had  only 
rowed  together  for 
two  months.  Our 
biggest  challenge 
during  second  term 
was  trying  to  get 
the  entire  crew 
together  for  a 
practice.  The 

"Brentwood  sickness"  hit  our  boat  fairly  hard,  the  worst 
case  being  when  our  seven  seat,  Darren  Reynolds,  fell  il 
with  Scarlet  Fever,  Strep  Throat,  Pneumonia,  and 
Influenza  all  at  the  same  time.  However,  despite  all  this, 
we  surprisingly  all  showed  up  healthy 
enough  for  third  term  training.  With 
many  early  morning  races  against  our 
own  heavyweights  (thanks  fatties)  we 
became  one  as  a  crew  and  increased 
our  boat  speed.  At  the  Brentwood 
Regatta  we  were  rewarded  for  our 
hard  work  with  a  satisfying  victory  in 
the  Lwt  8+  event,  beating  our  rivals 
Green  Lake  by  a  deck.  We  set  out 
again  in  the  JV  8+  event  and  also 
managed  to  pick  up  another  gold 
medal.  Two  weeks  later  at  the 
Shawnigan  Regatta  we  improved  our 
time  to  win  the  JV  8+  race  again  (no 
lwt.  category).  At  this  point,  with  the 
National  Championships  only  two 
weeks  away,  we  were  confident  with 
our  boat  speed,  but  knew  we  had  to 
improve  if  we  were  going  to  win.  It  all 


came  down  to  11:12  Sunday  morning  at  the  CSSRA 
championships.  We  had  our  best  race  of  the  season,  a 
true  culmination  of  all  our  work,  yet  conceded  the  lead 
with  750m  to  go  and  ended  up  winning  the  silver  medal, 

coming  second 
to  a  crew  from 
Ontario  that 
had  won  the 
heavyweight 
category  the 
week  before.  It 
was  a  bit  of  an 
unfortunate  fin- 
ish to  an  other- 
wise perfect 
season.  Two 
hours  later 
Andrew,  Ryan, 
Chris,  Bo  and 
Olivia  jumped 
back  into  the 
four  and  also 
won  the  silver 
medal.  At  the 

end  of  the  day,  Darren  and  Pete  raced  in  the  final  of  the 
lightweight  pair  and  also  won  the  silver  medal.  The  end 
of  the  season  had  a  silver  lining  on  the  results  sheet  but 
a  golden  moment,  as  we  watched  the  heavyweights  win 
the  gold  medal  for  the  third  year  in  a 
row.  In  our  hearts  we  have  a  piece  of 
that  gold  medal.  On  behalf  of  the 
lightweight  crew.  Bo  Zulonas, 
Alpheus  Chan,  Grant  Schneider, 
Ryan  Gallagher,  Chris  Redcliffe, 
Darren  Reynolds,  Peter  Dobson,  and 
me,  we  would  like  to  thank  Mr. 
Queen  and  Mr.  Carr  Sr.  for  their  wis- 
dom, the  heavy  8+  for  pushing  us  to 
become  faster,  and,  of  course,  our 
dedicated  coach  Mr  Carr  Jr.  The  time 
and  effort  that  you  have  put  in  to 
make  us  faster  were  greatly  appreci- 
ated. We  wish  you  all  the  best  in  your 
new  position  next  year.

Henley  Royal  Regatta 


Three  days  after  Speech  Day  the  senior  boys  crew  boarded 
a  plane  for  England  bound  for  Henley  on  Thames.  This  little 
village  transforms  itself  every  year  into  a  v/orld  class  venue 
for  rov/ing  being  regarded  by  many  as  the  Mecca  of  the 
sport.  Henley  Royal  Regatta  has  been  going  for  over  160 
years  and  most  active  oarsmen  try  to  race  there  at  least 
once  in  their  career.  The  really  gifted  and  lucky  may  win 
there  but  in  a  knock-out  competition  for  32  crews  that  qual- 
ify and  1 2  who  did  not,  only  one  winner  emerges  and  43 
go  home  having  had  the  experience  of  a  life  time. 

Our  group  was  met  at  Heath  Row  airport  by  a  Brentonian, 
Adam  Gray,  who  helped  organize  the  trip  on  the  ground 
finding  us  a  shell,  arranging  ground  transportation  and 
helping  in  such  diverse  ways  as  getting  the  coach  a  bicycle 
to  follow  his  crew  during  training.  Few  will  forget  the  sight 
of  A.C  Carr  on  an  upright  bike  with  basket,  careening 
down  the  tow-path,  narrowly 
avoiding  collisions  with  the 
opposing  bike  traffic.  Adam  had 
found  a  nearly  new  Empacher 
shell  from  Westminister  School 
and  had  it  delivered  to  the  boat 
tent  with  all  the  accompanying 
parts.  It  took  only  a  few  hours  to 
rig  and  check  the  boat  and  we 
were  able  to  have  a  paddle  on 
the  day  of  arrival. 

We  were  staying  at  the  Berry's 
house  a  1 2  minute  walk  from  the 
boat  tents.  Our  routine  involved  a  morning  practice  after 
breakfast,  a  leisurely  lunch  back  at  the  house,  another  prac- 
tice row  in  the  late  afternoon  and  dinner,  sometimes  at  a 
restaurant  and  sometimes  home-cooked  by  our  manager 
and  crew  mom,  Yvonne  Carr.  Most  evenings  the  boys 
explored  the  village  and  made  friends  with  other  visiting 
crews  and,  by  the  first  weekend,  we  thought  we  were  ready 
for  a  race. 

Reading  Town  is  a  short  drive  from  Henley  and,  on  the  first 
Saturday,  they  held  a  regatta  that  attracted  many  visiting 
Henley  crews.  We  entered  coxed  fours,  using  a  boat  bor- 
rowed from  Shiplake  School.  One  crew  contained  our  spare 
men,  Pete  Dobson  and  Ryan  Gallagher  with  David  Jameson 
and  Russ  Ridinger  and  Mara  Cowan  as  coxswain. 

They  won  their  heat  but  were  edged  in  the  final  by  a  crew 
from  Belmont  Hill  of  USA.  The  more  senior  four,  also  coxed 
by  Mara,  contained  Brendan  Hodge,  Will  Pickles,  Jan  Tize 
and  Brandon  Diana.  They  won  their  heat  with  ease,  but 


then  faced  Cambridge  University,  rowing  under  the  name 
Goldie,  in  the  final.  We  led  to  the  half-way  and  were  then 
passed  by  the  older  and  more  experienced  crew.  This 
Goldie  crew  then  went  on  to  win  their  event  at  Henley  Royal 
and  represent  Britain  in  the  U23  worlds.  To  this  day  I  can- 
not understand  a  superb  senior  crew  racing  down  below 
their  status  to  win  a  tarnished  pewter  mug. 

Three  days  later  racing  began  at  the  Royal  Regatta.  We 
raced  Latymer  Upper  School  on  the  first  day  and  won  by  a 
comfortable  margin  without  having  to  sprint.  The  second 
day  we  met  Hampton  School,  always  one  of  the  strongest 
crews  in  Britain  and  again  were  successful,  but  had  to  work 
hard  to  maintain  our  length  lead  through  the  final  quarter 
mile.  On  Friday  we  faced  Belmont  Hill  from  the  USA.  They 
had  won  the  US  Nationals  in  the  coxed  four  by  a  large 
margin  and  had  made  up  an  eight  that  had  size  and 

power.  They  got  an  early  lead 
of  a  canvas  and  we  could 
never  reel  them  in  as  they 
extended  their  lead  for  half  a 
length  and  held  that  for  the 
remainder  of  the  race.  Time 
after  time  we  pushed,  but 
never  gained  ground.  Belmont 
won  the  day  and  a  very  disap- 
pointed crew  had  to  come  to 
grips  with  their  loss  and  then 
walk  out  to  congratulate  the 
winners  as  they  returned  to  the 
dock.  We  did  not  win  Henley 
Royal  Regatta,  but  we  did  win  the  prize  for  sportsmanship 
and  grace  under  pressure.  It  was  with  great  pride  that  I 
watched  our  crew  perform  their  final  act  of  2003.  The 
Regatta  committee  rewarded  the  crew  for  their  sportsman- 
ship by  inviting  them  to  attend  the  Sunday  Church  Sen/ice  to 
take  up  the  collection.  Our  boys  and  Mara  did  us  proud  as 
they  dressed  up  in  full  number  ones  and  performed  their 
final  duty  as  a  crew. 

I  waited  a  long  time  to  make  the  decision  about  attending 
Henley  Royal  Regatta,  but,  in  the  end,  the  decision  was  the 
correct  one.  The  crew  proved  to  be  worthy  of  the  honour 
and  showed,  by  their  behaviour  both  on  and  off  the  water, 
that  they  were  indeed  a  Henley  crew.  I  thank  them  for  being 
such  a  great  "last  eight"  in  my  school  coaching  career.  I  also 
wish  to  thank  my  wife  Yvonne  for  all  the  work  she  did  to 
make  this  dream  come  true  for  this  fine  bunch  of  young 
people.
